General Staff Legislation 

legislation liberalizing the law as to 
service in the General Staff Corps of the 
Army is now awaiting action on the Sen 
ate calendar, following favorable action 
of the State Military Committee last .wcek 
on a revised bill prepared by the War De 
partment. 

The report of the Senate Committee on 
the new bill, which is believed may meet 
objections raised to the one of last year, 
follows: 

Particular attention is directed to that 
part of * * * section 4c of the National De 
fense Act which reads: “actual command of 
troops.” The words “actual command of 
troops” have been legally interpreted to ap 
ply to those officers who are in fact, by 
orders and by rank, the actual commanding 
officers of the various units of troops. Thus, 
in a regiment of Infantry, the only officers in 
“actual command of troops” are the colonel 
of the regiment, the majors commanding the 
battalions, and the captains commanding the 
companies. The lieutenant colonel of the regi 
ment, the adjutant, the training officer, the 
intelligence officer, and other staff officers of 
the regiment, as well as the corresponding 
staff officers of the battalion, are not in 
“actual command of troops.” 

The same situation is true with respect to 
all the officers charged with the training and 
tactical handling of troops in the headquarters 
of brigades and divisions with the sole ex 
ception of the brigade and division command 
ers themselves. For instance, in the same 
regiment there might be two majors of equal 
qualifications and ability, one of whom might

Policies to govern the selection, detail 


und administration of Reserve Officers 
training under the provisions of the 
Thomason Act have been approved by 


Secretary Woodring and are now being 
issued to the service in the form of an 
“immediate action” letter to Corps Area 
Commanders. 

The new policy sets the priority for the 
selection of officers for active duty under 
the Thomason Act, 

The Department specifies that no Re 
serve officer who is married will receive 
training under the act and marriage 
either before or after selection will be 
cause for rejection or immediate relief 
from active duty. 

The allotment of the 500 trainees con- 
templated for next year specified that 220 
would be from the Infantry, 110 from the 
Field Artillery, 6) from the Coast Artil 
lery, 40 Cavalry, 40 Engineers, 20 Signal 
Corps, and 10 Chemica] Warfare Service. 

Salient portions of the Department's 
letter follow :

Plan to Compromise on 
Navy Selection Reform 


Congressional proponents of reform of 
the Navy selection system got together 
with the Navy Department this week in 
an effort to agree on a compromise per 
sonnel bill which can be put through 
without extended hearings at this session 
of Congress. 

A selection bill based on the recently 
introduced Vinson bill was the basis of 
discussion at the talks, and the prospects 
are that a bill conforming to that measure 
in its essential aspects but with possible 
important amendments will be presented 
to the House Naval Committee with some 
what united backing when committee 
consideration of the personnel problem 
is started, probably March 21. 


Representative Melvin J. Maas, rank 
ing minority member of the committee, 
and Representative Byron N. Scott, chair 
man of the subcommittee on personnel, 
leaders of the selection reform movement 
in the House, were approached this week 
by Chairman Carl Vinson of the Naval 
Committee with a proposal to work out a 
selection bill which would offer consider 
able improvement over the existing sys 
tem and could be put through at this time. 
Later, Representative J, William Ditter, 
and other members were consulted and 
several members conferred with Rear 
Adm. Adolphus Andrews, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation. 

“We are trying to get together on a 
composite bill,” Chairman Vinson stated. 
“The point of departure will most likely 
be the clause of the Vinson bill guaran 
teeing a minimum number of years of 
professional life. It may not, of course, 
remain at 30 years, as the bill now calls 
for. It may be 30 years in grade of cap 
tain, 28 years in the commander grade 
and 26 years in the lieutenant commander 
grade. However, we will do our best to 
get a working plan.” 

Representative Maas also was optimis 
tic as to reaching an agreement between 
the divergent views. 

“I have hope,” he stated, “That these 
conferences will produce a mutually sat 
isfactory bill on which all can agree.” 

If a bill is drafted upon which the con 
gressional naval selection leaders can 
agree or nearly agree, it will vitally affect 
the nature of the hearings to be held. 
Instead of extended hearings at which 
all varieties of personnel systems would 
be considered and an attempt made to 
reach at an ideal, Then the proposition 
now being considered will mean that a 
compromise measure, embodying the 
ideas of the various congressmen so fat 
us they will be accepted by the Bureau 
of Navigation, will be put through. Un 
doubtedly, it will not even attempt a last 
ing solution of the naval personnel prob 
lem but simply will seek to make thing» 
more satisfactory the next five o1 
six year 
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The resignation of Anthony Eden as British Foreign Secretary created nearly as 


much interest in this country as it did in England. 


In America, his resignation has 


been alternately condemned and defended, in public forums and in the press, Follow- 
ing are quotations from various American papers on the subject. 


In discussing Prime Minister Chamberlin’s policy, the Cleveland, Ohio, News 
says, “His action has driven out an exceptionally popular figure in Mr. Eden. And the 
fuct that u score of conservatives did not yote in the Commons test indicates that Mr. 
Chamberlin will have to make good in a hurry or take the consequences, If his policy 


works, fine. If not, he will be in danger. 


“However right, Mr. Chamberlin is in denouncing the League of Nations, he in 
curs a new obligation for his country. The ‘small weak’ nations will look to Britain 
for the protection they had counted on from the League, Not only for humanitarian 
reasons, but for the sake of Britain’s own security, a great power accord of some 


kind must be set up. 


“That is what Mr. Chamberlin has in mind as he attempts to placate Mussolini 
and Hitler, He is undertaking a big job. If he finds it necessary to sacrifice all that 
was accomplished by the World War, he will deal a severe blow to the Prestige of 
Great Britain and to the ideals of democracy as well.” 


The Knoxville, Tenn., Journal writes, 


“Eden's position in the government was 


untenable because, since he was willing to sanction concilation with the dictators, 
wur offered the only ultimate path to the solution of the problems in hand. Since the 
British policy does not at present include war as a key to peace, then Eden had no 
face In the picture. Though he undoubtedly had captured the imagination of a large 
aumber of Europeans, unquestionably Prime Minister Chamberlin actually represents, 


in his policy, the present frame of mind of the British people. 


As the Sioux City, lowa, Journal views the latest moves in Europe, “It is interest- 
ing in all this development to note that not a word has been said about the far 
eastern crisis, which much more directly affects Great Britain. Vossibly Chamberlin 
hopes to eliminate both Italy and Germany from the triangular pact, thus obtaining a 
free hand to deal with Japan, a direct menace to British interests in the far east. 

“John Bull may be avoiding a war in Europe in order to engage in a conflict in 
the fur east, when, of course, he is ready to strike.” 


“To put it briefly,” says the San Antonio, Tex., Napress, “Capt. Eden has con 
sistently embarrassed the dictators and cramped their style. Now, under fire from

Navy Asks Retirement Rank 


Legislation permitting the Chief of 
Naval Operations and Navy bureau chiefs 
to retire with the advanced rank and pay 
of their position was proposed to Con- 
gress this week by the Navy Department. 

Under the terms of ua bill sent to the 
Senate and House by the Secretary of 
the Navy, Admiral William D. Leahy, 
Chief of Naval Operations, would be re- 
tired as an admiral and two former occu- 
pants of that office, Rear Adm. William 
Hl. Standley, USN-Ret., and Rear Adm. 
William V. Pratt, USN-Ret., would be ad- 
vanced to four-starred flag rank. The 
bill would also give officers who serve 
us Major General Commandant of the 
Marine Corps, Judge Advocate General 
of the Navy, and as Chief of ua Bureau of 
the Navy Department the right to retire- 
ment with the rank and pay provided for 
their office, even though they revert to a 
permanent lower rank upon termination 
of their tour. 

Two limitations to the privilege are set 
forth in the Navy Department proposal. 
One would make all such advancements 
upon retirement or advancements on the 
retired list, discretionary with the Presi- 
dent. The other is a requirement that in 
order to be eligible for the benefits of the 
bill, an officer must hold the position 
carrying the higher rank for at least two 
and.a half years. 

Existing law permits bureau chiefs 
whose permanent rank is lower than that 
provided by the office, that i. e., officers 
whose permanent grade is commander, 
captain, or rear admiral, lower half, to 
retire with the rank and pay of a rear 





admiral, upper half, if they retire while 
holding the office of bureau chief. If, 
however, they revert to their lower per- 
manent rank, and retire later, they go 
on the retired list with the rank and pay 
of their permanent grade. 

Officers serving as Chief of Naval 
Operations, however, have not been en- 
titled to retirement in the rank of ad- 
miral, under any circumstances. The 
two former Operations Chiefs and the 
present one, while benefitting by an in- 
crease in rank, would receive no addi- 
tional pay by virtue of the bill, for the 
pay of that office is that provided for rear 
admirals of the upper half, plus a cash 
money allowance. 


The text of the bill proposed by the 
Navy Department follows: 

Be it enacted, ete., That any officer of the 
Navy or Marine Corps who may be retired 
while serving as Chief of Naval Operations, 
us Chief of a Bureau of the Navy Depart 
ment, as Judge Advocate General of the Navy, 
or as Major General Commandant of the Ma 
rine Corps, or who has served, or who shall 
have served two and one-half years or more 
as Chief of Naval Operations, as Chief of a 
Bureau or the Navy Department, as Judge 
Advocate General of the Navy, or as Major 
General Commandant of the Marine Corps, 
and is retired after completion of such service 
while serving in a lower rank or grade, may, 
in the discretion of the President, be retired 
with the rank, pay and allowances author 
ized by law for the highest grade or rank 
held by him as such Chief of Naval Opera 
tions, Chief of Bureau, Judge Advocate Gen 
eral, or Major General Commandant: Pro 
vided, That the President in his discretion 
may extend the privileges herein authorized 
to such officers as have heretofore been re 
tired and who satisfy the foregoing condi 
tions: Provided further, That no increase 
provided herein in retired pay shall be held 
tu have accrued prior to the passage of this 
Act. 

The text of the Navy Department letter, 
explaining the effect of the bill follows: 


The purpose of the proposed bill is to pro 
vide that any officer of the Navy or Marine 
Corps who may be retired while serving as 
Chief of Naval Operations, as Chief of ua 
Bureau of the Navy Department, or as Major 
General Commandant of the Marine Corps, or 
who has served, or shall have served two and 
one-half years or more as Chief of Naval 
Operations, as Chief of a Bureau of the Navy 
Department, as Judge Advocate of the Navy, 
or as Major General Commandant of the Ma 
rine Corps, and is retired after completion of 
such service while serving in a lower rank or 
grade, may, in the discretion of the Presi- 
dent, be retired with the rank, pay and al- 
lowances authorized by law for the highest

peace of the world and the preservation of democracy. ‘Thus he seems to stand for ap 
immediate showdown. Mr. Chamberlin disagrees, and proposes another try at negotia- 
tion. Despite the glamor which Mr. Eden and his idealism evoke, the humdrum course 


of the Prime Minister is the more reasonable. 


The Charleston, S. C., Post, believes that England has pursued the better course. 
The Post writes, “The majority of British politicians sympathized with and ap 
voted with Prime Minister Neville Chamberlin. 
hardly to be supposed that Chamberlin himself enjoyed the role he played in the 
domestic crisis leading to and arising out of Eden’s resignation as foreign minister or 
that he any more than other Englishmen has a fondness for the German and Italian 
dictatorships, but he clearly felt that what he did was the practical, safer measure for 
After the first reaction of surprise, the outside world as well as the 
British Parliament is inclined to credit his policy with relieving the European tension 
for the time being, perhaps averting the risks of general war for some time to come,”

“* * * any officer of the Navy who is now 
serving or shall hereafter serve as chief of a 
bureau in the Navy Department, and shall 
subsequently be retired, shall be retired with 
the rank, pay and allowances authorized by 
law for the retirement of such bureau chief.” 

Ilowever, the Court of Claims has con 
strued that portion of the Act of May 13, 1908, 
quoted above, as applying to Chiefs of 
Bureau who are placed on the retired list 
while so serving, and as not applying to offi

Tucson, Ariz.—Smiles are the order of 
the day in the Apache quarters of the 
Desert Sanatorium where since February 
twenty-second, General Pershing has 
fought his way back from the gates of 
death to a reassuring convalescence and 
smiles in abundance are found in and 
around the little one-storied stucco house 
fronting on a small grass plot were, 
immediately beyond its borders, extends 
the Sanatorium’s desert garden filled 
with cactus plants, many of which are 
now coming into bloom. Back of the little 
house lie wide stretches of the desert 
which runs to the base of the Catalinas 
and the blue Rubicons. It is in the back 
part of this simple little structure, on a 
porch, walled in on three sides, that the 
General lies in the noon-tide Arizona sun 
gradually regaining his strength. 
Weather permitting, he is now rolled out 
there each morning—the monotony 
broken by occasional short chats with 
his sister and his son and Brig. Gen. 
George C. Marshall, Chief of Operations 
on his staff during the World War. Capt. 
George E. Adamson, the General’s long 
time aide and friend is also a member 
of this coterie, having been ordered here 
by General Malin Craig, Chief of Staff, at 
the General’s request. 
For the first time in weeks, Dr. Davi- 
son is not issuing formal bulletins and 
the Tucson daily papers no longer carry 
across their front pages streamers con- 
erning the General’s condition. The 
public now reads that the too low blood 
pressure has “come up nicely” that the 
heart is “perfectly regular.” And for 
good measure, Dr. Davison adds, in an 
informal interview, that “he is doing as 
well as possibly could be expected.” It 
also reads the amazing fact that the 
General, at his own request has discussed 
national affairs for a few minutes with 
his physician Dr. Davison. That Lt. Col. 
Shelley U. Marietta, MC, USA, who has 
been constantly in attendance at the 
General’s bedside since his illness en- 
tered the acute stage, has been able to 
return to his post at San Antonio. It 
aso reads the heartening news that re- 
porters, looking on from a_ distance, 
could see the General as he lay in his bed 
m the sunlit porch, vigorously gesturing 
with his hands as he conversed with rela- 
tives and General Marshall. 

No wonder there are smiles on the 
faces of the gallant group that has lived 
through the last few agonizing weeks 
in the little house in the Desert Sana- 
trlum Gardens. 

Smiles on the faces of Miss May 
Pershing and Warren Pershing, on the 
tugged face of faithful Sergeant Schaef- 
fer, and the nurses and the group of 
frends who have made daily pilgrimages 
tothe Sanatorium. 

During the past anxious weeks 
houghts were centered on funeral trains 
nd guards of honor.

ours” or “General Pershing’s condition 
mt so satisfactory as yesterday.” It

The last time we saw him was 
the Crillon in Paris on his birthday 
i we had such a nice time together.” 

And what can one write of Miss Persh- 
that sister who could say in the 
est hours when all hope seemed fu- 
ue: “I must be calm and serene not only 
iwardly but inwardly that my brother 
Y not sense that I feel any fear or 
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sorts and shapes of vases and bowls. One 
feels that beside the hospital's usual de- 
partments they have established one for 
ceramics to manufacture containers for 
the flowers the Pershings’ friends shower 
upon them. Red roses, yellow roses, 
violets, California poppies, anemonies, 
flaming gladiolus, everywhere, every- 
where. 

Now that the crisis is really passed 
those of us whose role was only that of 
anxious and sorrowing friends find that 
we have not passed through this ordeal 
unscathed. We have been too near to 
the hand of death. We have witnessed 
so much courage, faith and fortitude, 
lived so close to scientific skill, efficiency 
and whole-hearted devotion to duty that 
we cannot pick up the threads of our 
old daily routine without a faltering of 
the fingers. We are just a bit astonished 
to find that we have made a business ap- 
pointment for tomorrow. Rather sur- 
prised that it is really our own voice 
saying into the telephone: Can you come 
out to the Ranch for luncheon on Tues- 
day? Not a lunch party you understand, 
of course, just one or two others at the 
mart. 

Too soon to think of plans. For the 
General it is a period of relaxation in 
the warmth and sunshine of the south- 
west, under superior medical care, sus- 
tained by the presence of those most 
dear, interested by talks with men who 
were close to him in his years of vigor 
and achievement. A drifting back to 
health and life lulled by the peace and 
quiet of the desert nights. 

And now the General is so much im- 
proved that he reads newspaper headlines 
and has had his hair cut. In addition 
to the arrival of Captain and Mrs, 
Adamson the group here now includes 
Warren Pershing'’s fiance, Miss Muriel 
Richards. 

At the news of the growing progress 
toward restoration to health of one of 
America’s best beloved and honored citi- 
zens the nation voices the word Amen.

Income Tax Returns 

On page 576, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, 
issue of March 5, 1938, under the caption 
“Income Tax Returns” appears the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“Moneys received in the above cate- 
gories should not be declared as income, 
according to the office of the Chief of 
Finance, United States Army.” 

Reference to the Chief of Finance in 
the above item is in error. The following 
amendment to Regulations 94 “Income 
Tax,” Bureau of Internal. Revenue, is 
merely a directive to agencies which are 
required to report the income of persons 
paid by them. Accordingly, the Chief of 
Finance is not required to _ include 
amounts paid as an allowance for travel- 
ing expenses in his reports to the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue :— 

“T. D. 4788 
Income tax case where no return is required, 
To: Collectors of Internal Revenue concerned: 

Article 147-3 of Regulations 94 (1), relating 
to cases where no return of information is 
required, as amended, is amended by insert- 
ing the following immediately before the last 
paragraph thereof: 

(k) Amounts paid by the United States to 
persons in its service (civil, military or 
naval) as an allowance for traveling expenses, 
including an allowance for meals and lodging, 
as, for example, a per diem allowance in lieu 
of subsistence, and amounts paid as reim- 
bursements for traveling expenses.’ (1 F. R. 
1913). 

( (1) This Treasury decision is prescribed 
pursuant to the provisions of Sections 62 and 
147 of the Revenue Act of 1936.)

Because of the impor- 
tance of this subject in modern warfare 
considerable attention has been given to 
it and the latest practices embodied in the 
manual. 








Naval Expansion Bill 


Consideration of the naval expansion 
bill will begin before the House on Mon- 
day with a vote on the $1,121,546,000 mea- 
sure scheduled before the end of the 
week, 

Reports on the bill were filed this week 
by Representative Carl Vinson, chairman 
of the House Naval Committee on behalf 
of the committee, and two others from 
the dissenting minority who voted against 
the measure. Representative Ralph FE. 
Church, of Il, W. Sterling Cole, of N. Y., 
and Ralph O. Brewster, of Me., all Re- 
publicans, signed a lengthy attack on the 
bill rehashing the objections to it voiced 
by opposition witnesses during the month 
of testimony, while Representative J. B. 
Shannon, elderly Democratic member 
from Missouri, submitted a four line re- 
port, declaring that he opposed the bill 
because he did not believe it “would con- 
tribute to the cause of peace and brother- 
hood throughout the world.” 

A special rule, limiting general debate 
on the measure to twelve hours, after 
which it will be read for amendment, was 
voted out by the Hlouse Rules Committee 
on Tuesday after hearing members of the 
Naval Committee testify for and against 
it. Representative Melvin J. Maas, rank- 
ing minority member of the Naval Com- 
mittee, said that he would offer, with 
committee support, an amendment to the 
aviation section, making the 3,000 plane 
authorization a minimum to be obtained 
instead of the maximum. 

Chairman Vinson told the Rules Com- 
mittee that the annual maintenance cost 
of the Navy would be increased by the 
bill “by twenty-five, thirty-five, perhaps 
fifty million dollars.” No figures as to 
what the annual naval appropriations 
will amount to under the augmented 
navy were given during the hearings. 
Representative Brewster asked that such 
an estimate he put into the record by the 
Navy Department, but the only figure 
given was as to the cost of operating the 
additional ships and not the complete 
estimate as to the cost of the enlarged 
naval establishment contemplated under 
the bill. 

The minority report signed by the three 
Republican members argued that the bill 
Was unnecessary because the Navy is not 
now at its fully authorized strength and 
that battleships, destroyers and subma- 
rines can be built in considerable quan- 
tities without new authorization; that 
the present Fleet is adequate to defend 
the coasts of the United States; and that 
the increase is desired by the President 
for “quarantining and policing” the 
world. 

After a lengthy discussion of foreign 
policy and international conditions the 
minority conclude: 

But what has all this to do with ships? Only 
this: Everyone agrees that a navy is simply 
to implement our national policies, This is 
recognized even in the pending bill where 
there is an attempt to define our foreign 
policy in terms that may well involve us in 
difficulties in widely scattered spots through- 
out the world. 

Congress has rarely faced a decision that 
may have more profound implications for the 
future of our land and of our youth. 

America may now make clear to the world 
that we do not propose to engage in another 
war to make the world safe for democracy 
or to make the Yangtze safe for Standard Oil 
tankers.

The proposed legislation in its present form 
is unwarranted for the following reasons: 

1. This bill authorizes three more battle- 
ships when there is no proposal as yet to 
build three already authorized. 

2. This bill limits naval aircraft when the 
importance of aircraft for defense is increas- 
ing with revolutionary rapidity and other na- 
tions are spending 10 times what we are for 
experimentation in aircraft development for 
defense. 

3. This bill authorizes the Navy to be used 
in the practically unlimited discretion of the 
President “for world peace and security” and 
to follow American commerce and travelers 
even though they may wander at their own

sweet will into the heart of a war zone in 
violation of both international practice and 
American precedents. 

4. The bill should give congressional ex- 
pression to the universal desire for a dis- 
armament conference, 

The committee report follows in part: 

This bill provides for the authorization of— 

(1) The construction of 46 combatant ships 
as follows: 3 battleships, 2 aircraft carriers, 
9 cruisers, 23 destroyers, and 9 submarines 
at an estimated cost of $731,005,000. 

(2) The construction of 22 auxiliary vessels 
as follows: five destroyer tenders, three sub- 
marine tenders, four seaplane tenders (large), 
seven seaplane tenders (small), and three re- 
pair ships at an estimated cost of $246,451,000, 

(3) Acquiring 950 airplanes at an estimated 
cost of $106,000,000. 

(4) Authorization for equipment and facill- 
ties at navy yards for building ships at an 
estimated cost of $8,000,000, 

(5) An expenditure of $15,000,000 for ex- 
perimental purposes, including one lighter- 
than-air craft, and $15,000,000 for contract au- 
thorization. 

The total estimated cost to carry out the 
provisions of this bill is $1,121,546,000, 

The construction of the vessels authorized 
in this bill, to be undertaken along with the 
regular replacement program under the act 
of March 27, 1934, will, in view of our existing 
limited shipbuilding facilities, be spread over 
a period of 5 or more years. 

Prior to the Washington Conference in 1921, 
the United States possessed a naval force, 
built and building, which was stronger than 
any other naval power. The nations who took 
part in that conference—Great Britain, Japan, 
France, Italy, and the United States—reached 
there a full and fair agreement upon the max!i- 
mum naval strength which they would indi- 
vidually not exceed, These maximum 
strengths bore to each other a certain propor- 
tion or ratio, 5-5-3 in the case, respectively, 
of the United States, Great Britain, and 
Japan. These maximum § strengths, these 
ratios, first established for larger veasels by 
the Washington agreement and supplemented 
by the London Treaty of 1930 covering the 
remaining classes of vessels, were designed to 
establish such a balance that no signatory 
power had sufficient strength to interfere with 
the rights of another signatory power with- 
out danger of being defeated in war. With 
the authorized limits established by those 
treaties lived up to, war between any of the 
great powers signing it becomes unlikely. 

By far the greatest sacrifice was made by 
the United States in agreeing to the Washing- 
ton Conference. The following indicates the 
extent to which this country went te reach 
an agreement on the limitation of naval arma- 
ments, . 

United States 

In accordance with the provisions of the 
Washington ‘Treaty, the United States 
scrapped 4 dreadnoughts; 15 predread- 
noughts; 7 new battleships building; 4 battle 
cruisers building; total ships scrapped, 30. 

The battleships and battle cruisers build- 
ing varied in percentage of completion from 
11 to 75.9 per cent. 

The battleships building were of 43,000 tons 
and mounted twelve 16-inch guns. The battle 
cruisers building were of 43,500 tons and 
mounted eight M4-inch gune,

These treaties, the Washington and London 
Treaties, expired on Dec, 31, 1936. During 
their life the major naval powers, with the 
exception of the United States, carried out 
progressive building programs which brought 
their navies to their respective maximum 
limits and maintained them at that point. 
The United States alone refrained from taking 
full advantage of her treaty limits, The fleets 
of other nations were increased, and that of 
the United States fell far below its propor- 
tion, its ratio, to those fleets. 

By the act of March 27, 1934, for the first 
time specific authorization was established for 
the construction of sufficient vessels to bring 
the United States Navy up to the treaty 
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War and Economic Distress 

Secretary of War Woodring in an ad- 
dress March 9 at the annual spring din- 
ner of the Commercial Club of Chicago 
declared that economic distress breeds in- 
ternational friction, fear, envy and re- 
sentment, and destroys the very founda- 
tions of world peace. 

“The clouds that today gather on the 
international horizon,” Mr. Woodring as- 
serted in a most interesting discussion, 
“are a threat not only to our own peace 
but also to our own economic and political 
security. Another World War would en- 
danger civilization. It would prove uni- 
versally disastrous—to victor, to van- 
quished and to neutral. 

“The primary function of government 
is to keep the peace—peace at home, and 
peace with all the world. Today we have 
begun a major program of strengthening 
our national defense in the interest of 
peace. We hope that by enlarging our 
army and our navy we will discourage 
any military attack on our people and our 
territory. 

“Ilowever, our national defense is not 
confined to our military and naval estab- 
lishments. A major factor in the preser- 
vation of peace and security is the main- 
tenance of cordial business relations with 
all the world. You as representative 
members of a great producing area and as 
citizens of this great metropolis, Chicago, 
have a vital interest in foreign commerce. 
You are, of course, fully aware that the 
security and prosperity of world trade, 
jinance, and shipping depend upon the 
maintenance of world peace. We are wit- 
nessing a swift increase in international 
political tension. We observe a recrudes- 
cence of the military spirit, which sees no 
goal in life except triumph by force. We 
see a rapid expansion of armies and 
navies, and a sharp increase in armament 
expenditures. Armed conflict involves 
one-fourth of the world’s population. Hu- 
man and material resources are being 
shifted in a military direction rather than 
toward peaceful pursuits. 

“Viewing the world scene, I am deeply 
convinced that the removal of excessive 
trade barriers and restoration of the nor- 
mal processes of international commerce 
offer the most satisfactory basis for a re- 
turn to a stable structure of business, of 
peace, and of democratic government it- 
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self. World trade supplementing domes- 
tic commerce offers a means to raise the 
standard of living throughout the world 
to a level which will discourage recurrent 
international rivalries and imperialistic 
aggression. 

“A rapid and drastic contraction of in- 
ternational trade such as was experienced 
after 1929 constitutes a double attack 
upon the economic well-being of every na- 
tion. The necessary materials habitually 
obtained in other parts of the globe be- 
come more difficult to secure. The surplus 
national production habitually shipped to 
other countries becomes more difficult to 
sell. Output in the surplus-creating 
branches of production must be curtailed, 
or elise it will force prices below the level 
of remunerative return. In either case, 
the whole economic structure becomes dis- 
rupted. Vast unemployment ensues, not 
only in the field of production, but also in 
such lines of activity as banking, trans- 
portation and merchandising. Financial 
investment and other forms of savings be- 
come impaired or are wholly destroyed. 
Distress spreads in ever-widening circles. 

“Beonomic distress quickly translates 
itself into social instability and political 
unrest. It opens the way for the dema- 
vogue and the agitator, foments internal 
strife, and frequently leads to the rise of 
tyrannical dictatorships. It breeds inter- 
national friction, fear, envy, and resent- 
ment, and destroys the very foundations 
of world peace. 

“No problem confronts us today more 
vital than this. We have attempted to 
sufeguard our neutrality so far as pos- 
sible if the holocaust of another World 
War should come. But no legislation can 
save us from the effects of war abroad. 
We must adopt policies which make for 
economic peace. We must help to shape 
the economic forces of the world in the 
only mold which can insure peace—gen- 
uine liberalism in the regulation of trade 
movements and equal and non-discrimina- 
tory commercial treatment.” 


QM Transport School 


Pending the printing of changes in AR 
850-920, Entrance Examination, enlisted 
men’s course, Quartermaster Motor 
Transport School, paragraph 3c (3) of 
these regulations has been added as fol- 
lows: 

(3) Examinations.—Examinations for en- 
listed men for entrance to the warrant officers’ 
and enlisted men’s course will be held at all 
posts or stations at which there are appli- 
cants, The examinations will be held under 
the direction of a commissioned officer in 
accordance with instructions furnished with 
the examination papers prepared by the com- 
mandant, Quartermaster Motor Transport 
School, to whom direct request for the proper 
number of sets of examinations will be made 
not later than May 15. Upon completion of 
the examination atl papers, together with the 
approved application of the candidate, will be 
sent directly to the commandant, Quartermas- 
ter Motor Transport School for marking. The 
examination will be held so as to allow papers 
to be graded before June 30 of each year.

Land at Ft. Missoula 

Acquisition by the Army of 2,700 acres 
of land near Ft. Missoula, Mont. for use 
as a target range and other purposes, was 
approved by the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee this week. 

A bill proposed by the War Depart- 
ment authorizing them to accept the tract 
usa gift and if necessary acquire certain 
portions of it by condemnation, was fa- 
vorably reported to the Senate by the 
committee, March 4. 





Army Warrant Pay 

The Senate Military Committee decided 
this week to give consideration to legis- 
lation granting Army warrant officers 
longevity pay on the same basis as com- 
missioned officers. 

Senator Sheppard, chairman of. the 
group, was instructed to appoint a sub- 
committee to consider the bill, 8S. 23, 
which would reestablish a provision of 
the National Defense Act of June 4, 1920 
alligning longevity pay of warrant offi- 
cers with commissioned officers, and re- 
peal a proviso of the Pay Act of 1922 
which placed warrant officers longevity 
pay on the same basis as enlisted men. 





Approve Bandmaster Bill 

[egislation establishing a commissioned 
rank of bandmaster in the Army and Na- 
tional Guard was approved by the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee this week. 

The committee favorably reported 
without amendment, S. 2369, introduced 
by Senator Thomas, D. of Utah, a com- 
panion bill to that introduced in the House 
by Representative Smith, D. of Conn., on 
which hearings were held last year. Fol- 
lowing the Senate action, Congressman 
Smith said he would attempt to bring up 
the louse bill for a vote at the next meet- 
ing of the committee, March 15. 

The measures, which are opposed by the 
War Department, provide for the appoint- 
ment of bandmasters in lieu of the pres- 
ent warrant grade of band leaders, one for 
each band in the Army. Bandmasters, un- 
der the bills, would be entitled to the same 
benefits with respect to pay, allowances 
and retirement as commissioned officers 
of the various grades in the Army, and 
would rank with captains, first lieuten- 
ants, and second lieutenants. Bandmas- 
ters with less than five years’ service 
would rank with second lieutenants, those 
with from five to ten years’ service, with 
first lieutenants and those with more than 
ten years’ service, with captains. In ad- 
dition, there would be a Chief Bandmas- 
ter, with rank of Major. 


Army Housing 


Replacement of the two barracks build- 
ings which were destroyed by fire at Ft. 
Niagara, N. Y., March 4, 1938, was au- 
thorized in a bill reported by the House 
Military Affairs Committee this week, as 
the committee prepared to consider plans 
for a general Army housing bill. 

Representative Andrew Jackson May, 
chairman of the committee, said that he 
had received estimates from the War De- 
partment as to the Army housing needs 
and that he might introduce a bill to au- 
thorize as much as $50,000,000 in con- 
struction of barracks, quarters and other 
buildings on Army posts. Previously, Mr. 
May had stated that he was considering 
only a $25,000,000 bill. While opposition 
from the President and the Bureau of the 
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Budget is expected, the committee chair. 
man indicated he would press the matter 
regardless. 

The bill reported to the House by the 
House Military Committee this week au- 
thorizes $75,000 for replacement of the 
two buildings at Ft. Niagara, N. Y. In its 
report on the bill, the committee stated; 

The permanent brick buildings at Fort 
Niagara, N. Y., known as barracks buildings 
(designated as 50-N and 50-8), used as quar- 
ters for the enlisted personnel of Company @ 
and additional men of the Twenty-eight 
United States Infantry, were completely de- 
stroyed or impaired beyond use by fire on 
Friday, March 4, 1938. This has necessitated 
cramped and crowded quartering of a large 
number of enlisted men temporarily in other 
barracks, a small gymnasium, and summer 
citizens’ military training camp mess shackg 
and will seriously hinder proper administra- 
tion at this post for the present, and unless 
the destroyed buildings are immediately re- 
constructed will make most difficult the hand- 
ling of the current summer's program for the 
Twenty-eighth Infantry, the citizens’ mili- 
tary training camp encampment, and Reserye 
officers training. Following the loss by fire 
a board appointed at the post rendered a de 
tailed report covering the loss and housing 
situation as a result thereof. 

The post as it exists was constructed to 
accommodate only 540 in enlisted strength, 
and the number now included at the post is 
over 100 in excess of quarters originally pro- 
vided for. 

The War Department program of last year 
for housing at Army posts, as passed by the 
Congress, did not include any authorization 
for Fort Niagara, and this bill was introduced 
as an emergency measure at the direction of 
General Craig, Chief of Staff. The War De 
partment desires to reconstruct these build- 
ing immediately, in the hope that this work 
may be consummated by July 1 of this year, 
and the Military Committee recommends by 
a unanimous vote the immediate passage of 
this authorization so that an emergency ap- 
propriation may be made currently.

be in command of a battalion and the other of 
whom might be the regimental plans and 
training officer charged with drawing up and 
supervising the training plans of the whole 
regiment. The major who commanded the 
pattalion would be in “actual command of 
troops” and would thereby be available to be 
detailed in the General Staff Corps. On the 
other hand, the major who was assigned to 
make the plans for the training and operation 
of the fegiment would not be in “actual 
command of troops,” and he would thereby 
not be available for duty in the General Staff 
Corps, although, he might by experience be 
better fitted for such duty than the major 
commanding the battalion. 

In order to remedy this situation, the bill 
8. 3590 proposes to add to the existing re- 
quirement “in actual command of” the modi- 
fying requirement “or on duty other than 
General Staff duty, with troops of one or more 
of the combatant arms.” This additional pro- 
yision will permit the detail on General Staff 
duty, if otherwise qualified and eligible under 
the law, of officers, such as have been illus- 
trated above in the example given for a regi- 
ment of Infantry, who do the same or even 
more difficult work with combat troops but 

e not among the limited number who now 
de the only ones legally in “actual com- 
mand of troops.” Under this additional lan- 
guage, the only officers added to the list of 
those available for General Staff duty would 
be those officers “on duty” with combat 
troops but whose combat duties are not in 
“actual command of’ combat troops. These 
officers would still have to serve 2 years on 
duty with combat troops before they could be 
placed on General Staff duty. 

The only other change in existing law 
which S. 3590 proposes to make is found in the 
following language: “or as instructor with 
the National Guard or Organized Reserves.” 
Under existing law, these instructors are not 
among the officers who are available for Gen- 
eral Staff duty although among them are 
many highly qualified and otherwise eligible 
officers. The fact that they are not available 
for selection for General Staff duty is due to 
the further fact that they are not in “actual 
command of troops.” The fact that these 
officers are not available for General Staff 
duty works an unnecessary hardship on the 
National Guard and Organized Reserves, the 
War Department, and the officers themselves 
for the following reasons: The officers sent 
as instructors are carefully selected from 
among those who have graduated from the 
various service schools and in most cases are 
on the list of those eligible for General Staff 
duty. However, when an officer serves as an 
instructor with the National Guard or Organ- 
ized Reserves for a tour of duty he is no 
longer awailable for General Staff duty under 
the present law until and unless he can then 
serve for at least 2 years in “actual command 
of troops.” 

The War Department deems it highly de- 
sirable to be able to place on General Staff 
duty certain officers at the time they complete 
tours of duty as instructors with the National 
Guard and Organized Reserves in order that 
the Department may have the benefit of their 
service with an intimate knowledge of the 
problems of the National Guard and Organ- 
ized Reserves in carrying on the work of the 
General Staff. 

Furthermore, the fact that a tour of duty as 
instructor with the National Guard or Organ- 
ized Reserves will render an officer unavail- 
able for General Staff duty for at least 6 
years under the present law, assignment to 
National Guard and Organized Reserve duty 
is made undesirable in the opinion of a num- 
ber of highly qualified officers who otherwise 
would desire such duty. The National Guard 
Association has gone on record to the effect 
that it is strongly in favor of the proposed 
modification of the present law as embodied 
in 8. 3590. 

This measure does not in any way modify 
the requirements for eligibility for General 
Staff duty. It only, and to a limited extent, 
modifies the too-restrictive present law as to 
availability for detail to General Staff duty 
and makes available for such duty a limited 
number of officers, otherwise eligible, who 
have performed the same service except in 
name and who are as efficient and experienced 
48 those who fulfill the technical requirements 
of “actual command of troops.” 


Would Retain Officers 

Senator Tydings, D. of Md., has intro- 
duced a bill to “continue in an active duty 
Status certain officers of the Navy and 
Marine Corps.” 

The measure, similar to an amendment 
to the Naval Appropriation Bill which 
Senator Tydings has proposed, follows: 

“That from Jan. 1, 1938, majors in the Ma- 
Tine Corps, who prior to June 4, 1920, held 
Permanent commissions as second lieutenants, 
and lieutenant commanders in the Navy, who 
are graduates of the United States Naval 





Academy, shall not be involuntarily retired

name, age, and residence of applicants for 
training who have been commissioned in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps from the institution, 
or who are expected to be so commissioned 
before July 1, 1938, and who will be less than 
28 years of age on July 1, 1938, arranged in 
the order of their military efficiency as fol- 
lows: 

a. Graduates who have been commissioned 
from the institution during the fiscal year 
1938; applicants who are expected to graduate 
from the institution in 1938, and applicants 
graduated from the institution prior to 1938, 
who on July 1, 1988 will be in their 22nd year. 

b. Non-graduates of the insttiution commis- 
sioned in the Officers’ Reserve Corps during 
the fiscal year 1938. 

c. Other outstanding former members of the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps of the insti 
tution commissioned in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps prior to 1938 and who will, on July 1, 
1938. be less than 28 years of age. 

The professor of military science and tac- 
tics of each senior ROTC unit of an institu- 
tion not offering a college degree will prepare 
lists showing name, age, and residence of 
applicants for training who have been com 
missioned in the Officers’ Reserve Corps from 
the institution, or who are expected to be so 
commissioned before July 1, 1938, and who 
will be less than 28 years of age on July 1, 
1938, arranged in the order of their military 
efficiency. 

On or before April 1, 1938, each professor 
of military science and tactics will forward 
one complete set of the lists referred to above, 
to the commanding general of each of the nine 
corps areas, 

Kach corps area commander may select not 
to exceed five per cent of his allotment from 
second lieutenants of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, graduates of the CMTC, subject to the 
following restrictions: 

a. That the officer to be selected shall not 
have attained the age of 28 years on July 1, 
1938. 

b. That the officer to be selected shall have 
educational qualifications at least equal to 
two years of a college course, 

All trainees other than those selected from 
the CMTC will be selected by corps area com- 
manders from second lieutenants of the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps, graduates of the ROTC, 
less than 28 years of age on July 1, 1938, in 
the following priorities: 

First Priority 

u. Students of Senior units, ROTC, to be 
graduated in 1938 from institutions offering 
a college degree; 

b. Graduates of institutions offering a col- 
lege degree, who have been commissioned 
from Senior ROTC units during the fiscal 
year 1938; 

«. Graduates from institutions offering a 
college degree, who previously graduated 
from a Senior ROTC unit, and who on July 
1, 1938, will be in their 22nd year. 

Second Priority 

Non-graduates of institutions offering a 
college degree, who are graduates of Senior 
units, ROTC, and commissioned in 1938. 

Third Priority 

a, Other outstanding Reserve second lieu 

tenants commissioned from Senior units of 


the ROTC at institutions offering a college 
degree. 

b. Reserve second lieutenants who are 
graduates of Senior units of the ROTC at 


institutions which do not offer a college de- 
gree. 

c. Reserve second Heutenants commissioned 
from Junior ROTC units of an essentially 
military school (class M. 8. institutions) who 
have obtained a college degree. 

In the selection of trainees it is desired that, 
in compliance with the intent of Congress, 
corps area commanders select the best quall 
fied of the available candidates, giving pref- 
erence in their selection to the order of prior- 
ity prescribed above. It is desired that 
schools be represented among those selected, 
insofar as practicable, in proportion to the 
number of ROTC graduates in the current 
vear from the institutions concerned, 

In the event that vacancies exist in certain 
of the arms and the Chemical Warfare Ser- 
vice which cannot be filled by suitable appli 
cants, and an applicant is desired by the 
corps area commander for this training in a 
section other than the one in which commis- 
sioned, and is considered qualified by educa- 
tion and experience for duty in the latter sec- 
tion, transfer for such purpose may be recom 
mended to the War Department by the corps 
area commander without requiring a certifi 
cate of capacity for the new section, 

If allotments cannot be filled, the War De 
partment will be notified as soon as this fact 
has been definitely determined, but not later 
than June 15, 1938. 

The standard of physical qualification will 
be the same as for commission in the Regular 
Army. 

Final acceptance of candidates will be made 
upon satisfactory physical examination made 
at time of reporting for active duty. Candi- 
dates will be advised not to relinquish civilian 
employment or to purchase military equip 


ment until finally accepted after reporting for 
active duty. 

No Reserve officer who is married will re- 
ceive training under this Act and marriage 
either before or after selection will be cause 
for rejection or immediate relief from active 
duty. All applicants will be advised of this 
provision, 

Applicants will not be reduced in grade to 
make them eligible for this duty and those 
finally accepted will not be promoted while 
on this duty. 

After the quota of trainees has been filled 
with fully accepted candidates, no replace- 
ments will be ordered to active duty in the 
event that losses occur in the original group, 
without authority of the War Department in 
each case. 

Reserve officers will be assigned insofar as 
practicable to units for training in the vicin- 
ity of their residence. This will not only be 
of benefit during the current training period, 
but later these Reserve officers may be as- 
signed to these organizations with which they 
have been training, and as a consequence be 
in a position to receive further training, either 
on an active or inactive status, or both, with 
“their” regiment. 

It is desired that information be dissemi- 
nated to those eligible for acceptance as 
trainees under the provisions of the Thoma- 
son Act, that recent changes made in AR 605-6 
operate to give additional weight to the 
practical ability and military aptitude of the 
candidate, in the selection of trainees to be 
commissioned as second lieutenants in the 
Regular Army.

posed bill would result in no increase in their 
retired pay, since they retired as Rear Ad- 
mirals of the upper half, the pay of which 
grade is that which they received while serv- 
ing as Chief of Naval Operations. 

There are three officers on the retired list 
who have served as Chief of Bureau and who 
would benefit by enactment of the proposed 
bill. The retired pay of these officers would 
be increased by $1,500 per year, each resulting 
in an additional cost to the Government of 
$4,500 annually. 

Since the present Chief of Naval Operations 
is of the permanent grade of Rear Admiral 
of the upper half, his retirement under the 
provisions of the proposed bill would ~in- 
volve no additional cost to the Government. 

There are now seven officers on the active 
list serving as Chief of Bureau or as Judge 
Advocate General of the Navy and two officers 
on the active list who formerly served as 
Chief of Bureau who have not yet attained the 
permanent rank of a Rear Admiral of the 
apper half. Those now serving as Chief of 
Bureau or Judge Advocate General, if retired 
while in office, would receive the pay of a 
retired Rear Admiral of the upper half under 
existing law, and in that event the enactment 
of the proposed bill would result in no addi- 
tional cost to the Government. Further, it is 
possible that all of these officers may continue 
on the active list until they attain the pay 
of Rear Admiral of the upper half. In such 
event no additional cost to the Government 
would be through enactment of this proposed 
bill. However, in the event that none of 
these nine officers otherwise attain the pay of 
Rear Admiral of the upper half, enactment of 
the proposed bill would result in an increase 
of $1,500 per year in the retired pay of each, 
or an additional cost to the Government of 
$13,500 per year. 

Under the existing rigorous system of selec- 
tion by means of which promotion in the 
Navy is accomplished, few officers attain the 
positions to which the proposed bill refers. 
Under the operation of the bill, if enacted, 
these valuable officers would remain in active 
service until they reach the statutory retiring 
age of “4. The cost to the Government in- 
volved through enactment of the bill is small 
and is entirely justified as an inducement to 
those who have reached high positions to 
remain in active service rather than to retire 
before reaching the statutory retiring age. 
The service and achievements of those who 
reach the positions enumerated in the pro- 
posed bill are such as warrant the dignity 
during retirement of the highest title held by 
them when in active service and a very small 
increased compensation during the short re- 
maining period of life. 

The system of rotation of command in the 
Naval establishment brings about shorter 
tours of duty in the Navy than in the Army. 
To make this proposed law conform as close- 
ly as possible to the law governing the Army 
and yet applicable to the situation existing 
in the Navy, it is necessary to establish a 
minimum requirement of two and one-half 
years’ service in the office enumerated, Oft- 
setting this feature is the provision which 
makes retirement under the proposed law 
discretionary in the President, whereas the 
law pertaining to the Army is mandatory. 

Except as noted in the preceding paragraph 
the proposed bill brings the laws governing 
the retirement of officers of the Army and 
Navy serving as Chiefs of Staff, Chiefs of 
Naval Operations, Bureau Chiefs, ete., into 
exact agreement, 

The Navy Department recommends 
the proposed legislation be enacted.

Navy Commendations 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson this 
week sent letters of commendation to Lt. 
Cameron Briggs, USN, attached to the 
Patrol Squadron Five, Coco Solo, and Lt. 
James Kk, Leeper, USN, commanding the 
Gannet, for their courageous actions after 
a patrol plane piloted by Lieutenant 
Briggs crashed at sea about 135 miles 
northeast of Coco Solo on May 11, 1987, 

That plane in company with a patrol 
plane piloted by Lieutenant Leeper was 
carrying mail from the Fleet Air Base, 
Coco Solo, to the Nokomis at Barbacoas, 
Colombia, when it was forced to land be- 
cause of the failure of an engine’s lubri- 
cation system and crashed, and, after 
breaking in two, its forward part sank. 
After the crash, a check-up of its per- 
sonnel showed that Lt. (jg) Joseph W. 
Campbell, (DC), USN, was missing, and 
Lieutenant Briggs, who had been injured 
in the crash, made several attempts to 
locate him in the wreckage. Diving to the 
submerged plane, he tried to enter the 
hull through a broken window, then 





through the hull tank compartment and 
the radio compartment door, but did not 
locate Lieutenant Campbell. 

Secretary Swanson’s letter to Lieu- 
tenant Briggs stated, “The Department 
wishes to express to you its commenda- 
tion for your actions in this emergency, 
as indicating an unselfish devotion to 
duty and a disregard of your own safety 
in this unsuccessful attempt to save the 
life of a brother officer of the service.” 

After Lieutenant Briggs’ plane crashed, 
Lieutenant Leeper landed his plane near 
the wreckage and assisted in rescuing 
Lieutenant Briggs and five other survi- 
vors. Having taken them aboard, Lieu- 
tenant Leeper remained in the vicinity 
of the wrecked plane for about an hour 
and a half, until assured that nothing 
further could be done. As his plane was 
carrying an excess load, with its crew of 
six and the six survivors from the other 
plane, it was decided to taxi to land 
which would have required about three 
hours. But after about twenty minutes of 
taxiing, a take-off was effected with both 
first and second pilots at the control, and 
Lieutenant Leeper safely landed his plane 
and the personnel aboard at Coco Solo. 

Secretary Swanson’s letter to Lieuten- 
ant Leeper stated, “The Department 
wishes to express to you its commenda- 
tion for your performance of duties in this 
emergency, as indicating intelligent and 
good judgment in the handling of a diffi- 
cult situation.” 





Navy Cross Awarded 


Secretary of the Navy Swanson, by 
direction of the President, has presented 
a Navy Cross to James Edgar Brooks, 
Seaman second class, USN, for extra- 
ordinary heroism while crossing the Eliza- 
beth River between Norfolk and Ports- 
mouth, as set forth in the following cita- 
tion: 

“For extraordinary heroism on April 4, 
1937, while crossing the Elizabeth River be- 
tween Norfolk and Portsmouth, aboard a 
ferry, Brooks, at the risk of his life, un- 
hesitatingly went to the rescue of William 
Kk. Daughtrey, a stranger, who was being at- 
tacked and subsequently fatally wounded. 
His courageous action and exemplary con- 
duct on this occasion reflect great credit upon 
the Naval Service.” 





Ensign Laizure Commended 

The Secretary of the Navy has ad- 
dressed a letter of commendation to Ens. 
Dallas M. Laizure, USN, for his self 
sacrifice and initiative in saving the life 
of a young girl in danger of drowning in 
a mountain stream in Yosemite National 
Park. 

Ensign Laizure also assisted in and 
directed the rescue of two men who had 
gone to the assistance of the girl, but 
who were tiring due to the extreme cold- 
ness of the water. 





Navy Endorses Army Day 

The Secretary of the Navy Swanson 
has offered his endorsement of the coming 
Army Day celebration on April 6th, next, 
in a letter to Rear Adm. Reginald R. Bel- 
knap, Commander-in-Chief of the Military 
Order of the World War, which annually 
sponsors the event. 

Mr. Swanson’s letter reads as follows: 

“It is my sincere desire that the celebration 
of Army Day, under the sponsorship of the 
Military Order of the World War, will be an 
outstanding success. Such occasions permit 
the American people to learn more about na- 
tional defense, and the responsibilities and 
duties of the armed forces. The Army and 
Navy belong to the people; they should know 
what is being done for their protection, and 
it is from the citizens of the United States 
that we derive much of our incentive to strive 
for greater efficiency and to insure positive 
readiness in an emergency. 

“The growing inerease in armaments 
throughout the world is deplored. Our Army 
is small in strength compared with that of 
foreign armies, and under no conditions could 
it ever be considered an army for aggression. 
It is believed that to strengthen our Army to 
a size commensurate with its responsibilities 
is necessary. This is now particularly true in 
view of the increases in military strength that 
are proceeding abroad, An efficient Army 
capable of quick and orderly expanison with 
an adequate sea force to defend our shore 





comprise our surest guarantee against at 
tack. 

“I consider that the Army of the United 
States is as efficient, man for man, as any in 
the World, and I wish for the officers and men 
continued success In the work of training and 
preparing for the protection and defense of 
the nation.” 





Navy-Marine Corps Promotion 
(Continued from First Page) 
commanders. It is said that the Navy 
Department may agree to such a limita- 
tion but is opposed to a flat 30 year career 

guarantee, 

(2) Selection from the lower half to 
the upper half of the rear admiral grade. 
This is oppoved by the Navy Department 
but is strongly advocated by several con- 
gressional leaders. 

(3) Inclusion of the Marine Corps and 
Navy Staff Corps in any liberalizing leg- 
islation to be enacted. 

(4) Dropping of the provision of the 
Vinson bill that selection boards give a 
confidential written statement to officers 
not selected as to why they were not rec- 
ommended, 

(5) Omission of the Vinson bill provi- 
sion that officers take their professional 
examination prior to coming up for se- 
lection. 

(6) The proposal, advanced by Repre- 
sentative Maas in several bills, that se- 
lection boards not consider the physical 
fitness of officers. 

(7) Increase of the Marine Corps ofti- 
cer strength in proportion to the officer 
strength increase proposed in the Vinson 
bill. This has not as yet been agreed to by 
the Navy Department. 

Numbers 4 and 5 above, it is said, 
while features of the Vinson bill, are op- 
posed by the Navy Department. Another 
proposition, said to be insisted upon by 
Ktepresentative Ditter, is for the estab- 
lishment of a “court of appeals” for offi- 
cers passed over. The Navy Department, 
is opposed to the latter in connection 
with the proposition in the Vinson bill 
that « written statement be furnished to 
each officer not selected, on the ground 
that the continual appeals would be 
“harmful to morale.” 

If an agreement be arrived at, there 
will be no investigation of the selection 
system as muny had hoped. The hearings 
undoubtedly will be confined to testimony 
on the bills under discussion, if this is 
done, the calling of opposition witnesses 
probably will be limited. 

Representative Maas, however, de- 
clares that he wants to hear testimony 
from various oflicers as to how any bill 
drafted will affect various groups in the 
Navy. At a meeting of the House Naval 
Committee, in which the committee voted 
to take up the personnel question just as 
soon as the naval expansion bill passes 
the Hlouse, Mr. Maas raised the question 
of securing representatives of various 
yroups and classes in the Navy to testify 
us to the effect of any legislation upon 
them. 

Mr. Maas said, following the proposal 


for a compromise bill, that while he 
wanted testimony from the groups af- 
fected, he thought that in the interest 


of getting something accomplished at this 
session, it probably would be necessary to 
get such officers from nearby, as other- 
wise the hearings might be prolonged to 
such an extent that no legislation would 
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he enacted at this Congress. 

The attempt to get the Naval Commit- 
tee to agree to bring naval officers before 
it to give other viewpoints than the offi- 
cial one, was blocked at Wednesday's 
meeting by Chairman Vinson. Represent 
ative Maas asked that the committee di- 
rect the Navy Department to secure rep- 
resentatives of various groups and classe 
to testify, such representatives to be se 
lected by the classes without influence 
from the Department. Consideration of 
his motion was prevented by an adjourn- 
ment of the committee by Chairman Vin- 
son on the ground that the House had con- 
vened and that the committee could no 
sit while the House was in session. 

During the past week an interesting 
situation developed within the Naval 
Committee, which became known when 
Chairman Vinson revealed plans to ab- 
sent himself from Washington during the 
forthcoming selection hearings. After 
asking several members to serve as act- 
ing chairman of the committee, Mr. Vin- 
son Changed his mind about leaving when 
he ran into seniority difficulties, and de- 
cided to stay and preside. 

Stating that he had business to attend 
to in Georgia, Chairman Vinson asked 
Representatives Drewry of Ga. and Gam- 
brill of Md. to preside at the selection 
hearings. Both declined on the ground of 
their recent illness and then Mr. Vinson 
asked the fifth ranking member of the 
committee, Representative Kniffin, of 
Ohio be acting chairman, skipping Over 
Representative Delaney of N. Y. the 
fourth ranking member. Mr. Kniffin, 
however, wus not enthusiastic about the 
job, and Delaney said he would not per- 
mit himself to be passed over in this 
manner. 

“The selection hearing,” said Mr. Knif- 
fin, “probably will be very unpleasant. If 
Mr. Vinson goes to Georgia, | shall prob 
ubly go to Ohio.” 

“If they try to pass over me,” Con- 
zressman Delaney declared, “there will 
be no hearing. The whole committee will 
vote with me if Mr. Vinson tries any 
such thing.” 

Following this exchange of views, Mr. 
Vinson said that he had changed his mind 
und would preside at the hearings.

THE HOUSE NAVAL COMMITTEE cannot expect to draft a naval promotion 
bill which will stimulate the morale and efficiency of the Service unless it obtain 
all the facts regarding the operation of the existing selection system. To our regret, 
efforts are being made to confine the hearings to officers attached to or designated by 
the Bureau of Navigation. Such efforts should fail. Granted that the bureau has a 
exreat deal of information in its possession, its hostility to reform has been consistent, 
and it desires Congress to enact only the changes it considers desirable. But the views 
of that bureau, we insist, are not those of the Service at large, as testimony from 
representatives of the different grades and classes would quickly show. The General 
Board, whose report was suppressed and is still kept under lock and key, made its 
recommendations only after it had examined a large number of officers and received 
from others their comments upon the system. The report of that board, which ought 
to be the final advisory opinion for the secretary, was passed from bureau to bureau 
and finally was pigeonholed. To deny to the committee the opportunity to investigate, 
which was allowed to the board, is obviously to disrate Congress, and to show that 
the Navy Department does not regard its agent, the committee, as entitled to learn 
at first hand of the experience of officers under the system and their opinions concern- 
ing it. Clearly the committee should insist upon its right to require the department to 
order before it officers not only on duty in Washington but at shore stations and with 
the Fleet. Chairman Vinson, doubtless with his tongue in his cheek, claims that any 
officer who wishes to appear will be permitted to appear. But Mr. Vinson knows as 
well as the Service that volunteers will be few in number since it will be generally 
believed that bureau displeasure later will be inflicted upon those who ask to be 
heard, A narrow inquiry, dominated by the bureau, will be of less value than a com- 
prehensive probe directed by the committee. In the interest of the personnel of the 
Navy, in the interest of the country which wants it to have every proper opportunity 
for advancement, and in the interest of a decent regard for efficiency and morale, 
we urge the committee to see to it that all the facts regarding the Selection System 
be obtained. Thoroughly informed, it is certain Congress will take steps to remove 
the injustices from which the Service is now suffering. 


SENATOR SHEPPARD, in announcing that he is prepared to have the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs, of which he is chairman, hold hearings and act on his 
hill for the increase of enlisted pay rates, is giving recognition to the principle that it 
is men that fight, not machines. As necessary and vital as equipment is, it must be 
manned by efficient, well trained men operating with that keen spirit known as high 
morale. The materiel to be furnished the Army and Navy under the President’s Na- 
tional Defense program will furnish the where-with-all for the men to fight. For the 
greatest benefit to National Defense the personnel using the materiel must be of the 
highest calibre and be retained in the services by a renumeration suflicient to offer a 
fair inducement. The bill Senator Sheppard has introduced provides for a minimum 
pay of thirty dollars a month to seventh pay grade men (after a four-month training 
period at twenty-five dollars a month). It increases to a base pay of $150 a month 
base pay for men in first pay grade. It would appear that this would be modest enough 
and should meet readily with the approval of the members of the Senate and House 
who have been accustomed to talk in terms of income exceedingly higher than these 
figures. Properly, the bill is applicable to the retired list, both those now retired and 
those to be retired. With Secretary of War Woodring and Secretary of the Navy 
Swanson, both of whom are exceptionally well-informed as to the needs of their ser- 
vices, advocating a restudy of the pay situation with a view to an upward revision, 
it is entirely probable that Senator Sheppard’s bill and its counterpart in the House, 
Representative Izaac’s bill, may be the starting point for a comprehensive investiga- 
tion and overhauling of the services’ pay tables, which have long since been out- 
moded by pay schedules in other governmental and civilian activities and by the 
cost and standards of living.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Columnists’ Blurbs—Keen competition for news about the War Department has 
developed between the ferrets of the back stairs, Walter Winchell and the Washington 
Merry-Go-Round, Stirred by a dispatch of the latter that Assistant Secretary Johnson 
was so intimate with the President that he winked at the War Department official to 
convey his disapproval of reporters going with the Fleet and the squadron of bombers 
that visited South America, Mr. Winchell emitted a couple of flashes of profound 
knowledge: Secretary Woodring is to be succeeded by Assistant Secretary Johnson— 
soon. General Craig is to be relieved by General Drum-—-soon, Not to be outdone, 
the Merry-Gio-Rounders wrote that Secretary Woodring all his life has been a mere 
“accident,” that in the face of his disapproval of the suggestion that the bombers go 
to South America, Mr. Johnson sold the idea to the President, and that the Secretary 
then gravely, in the presence of his assistant, took the credit for the flight, this at a 
General Staff meeting. Friends of Mr. Johnson insist he is not responsible for the 
slurs cast upon his Chief, nor for the propaganda designed to show that if for any 
reason the latter should resign he would be the natural heir. But they are concerned 
that an official of another department, in close relations with him, is serving as a 
conduit for the profit of the gossip columnists. They are concerned, too, as to the 
effect of such comments upon the President and members of the Senate and Louse, 
and Mr. Johnson’s political future. It is known the President is outraged at the picture 
of disorganization of Government which the country is getting as a result of the rows 
in the TVA and in the various departments, and no one in his intimate circle would 
be surprised if he were to make a dramatic example of officials, who are more in- 
terested in their personal advancement than in the record of the administration, The 
matter is of particular moment because pending in Congress is the executive reorgan- 
ization bill, which is designed to increase the efliciency of the government. The 
passage of that bill is menaced by the disorganization which conflicting ambitions and 
views produce in the several departments. The President is long-suffering, but he is 
said to have reached the point where he will no longer tolerate subordinates refusing 
to play the game as a team, Winchell and Merry-go-rounders, if they would make 
inquiry in the proper quarter, would learn of this fact, The latter have a suspicion 
concerning it, for in their latest blurb upon Mr. Woodring, they regretfully acknowledge 
that he will leave his post only if dynamited out by the President, Pleased as Mr. 
Roosevelt is with the Woodring administration, there is no evidence that he has 
planted any TN'T in the Secretary's office, wherever else he may be planning to put 
the explosive. 
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Field Unit for Testing Airplane Instruments—In the past when an army pilot upon 
landing reported faulty instrument operation, there was no recourse but to remove 
the instrument from the airplane and take it to a base where its operation could be 
checked. With the increase in the number of instruments for the flying of large 
aircraft, it was recognized that this was a condition which needed remedying. Sug- 
gestion was made to the Materiel Division for the development of an instrument 
testing unit which could be brought out to the airplane in the field for the purpose 
of checking the instruments in the airplane without removing them. 

Work on such a unit was started about two years ago. Engineers in charge of 
the development began working from scratch, and the present portable unit for 
testing airplane instruments and equipment in the field is the result. 

This unit consists essentially of a cabinet approximately 30 inches long, 20 
inches wide, and 32 inches high, mounted upon three wheels for portability. The 
equipment installed in the cabinet consists of a Type B-2A vacuum pump and tach- 
ometer drive unit operated by a combination 110-volt AC-DC motor. The vacuum 
pump provides for either vacuum or pressure which, distributed through suitable 
lines, oil separators, air tank, and control valves, permits the operator to select either 
suction from the intake side of the vacuum pump when checking vacuum-operated 
instruments, or pressure from the exhaust side of the vacuum pump when checking 
pressure-operated Instruments. A clutch in the tachometer drive unit enables the 
eperator to engage either the vacuum pump or tachometer mechanism. A reel of 
electric cable approximately 100 feet long is previded in the cabinet for plugging 
in the motors to either the 110-volt AC power source in the hangars or the 110-volt 
DC electric field power plant. A switch located on the instrument board prevents the 
application of the AC current to the DC motor or vice versa, 

Master instruments, together with the necessary control valves, are mounted on 
a panel in the top of the cabinet. Individual items of test equipment consisting of 
a thermocouple tester, pressure gauge tester, voltmeter tester, and altimeter tester 
are mounted in brackets near the panel. These are easily removable for checking 
similar equipment in the airplane, Tachometer shafts, rubber hose, and suitable con- 
nections are contained in the lower part of the cabinet. These also are used for 
checking instruments in the airplane. 

As at present designed, the field test unit is capable of checking for accuracy 
the following: Air-speed indicator, bank and turn indicator, flight indicator (horizon), 
fuel pressure gauge, manifold pressure gauge, oil pressure gauge, altimeter, rate of 
climb indicator, tachometer (mechanical), tachometer (electrical), thermocouple in- 
dicator, turn indicator (directional gyro), pitot static line, vacuum lines, and volt- 
meter. Plans are at present under way to include in the cabinet facilities for 
testing the automatic pilot also. 

The unit weighs approximately 800 pounds, and because of its compact size 
it will be possible to transport it from field to field by cargo airplane. 


COC Chaplains—In a circular letter from the office of the Chief of Chaplains, USA, 
chaplains at district headquarters all over the country were reminded of their duties 
in connection with Civilian Conservation Corps work. The circular reads: 

“It has come to our attention that some chaplains, when appointed district 
chaplains, have the impression they are excused from conducting religious services 
in the camps. This is a mistaken idea, Every chaplain, whether district or assistant 
district chaplain, should insofar as possible conduct religious services in the CCC 
camps in addition.to the supervisory and administrative duties at district head- 
quarters. 

“It is impractical for this office to make urgent requests to the War Department 
for more chaplains if some of our chaplains now on duty limit themselves merely to 
duties of a supervisory nature. The present Chief of Chaplains was engaged in CCC 
work more than two years in one of the most difficult sections of the country and

Naval Museum Approved—Several months ago, it was proposed that there be con- 
structed on the grounds of the Naval Academy a naval museum which would also 
house the oftices of the U. S. Naval Institute and the Navy Athletic Association. 

This week, the House Naval Affairs Committee favorably reported a bill author- 
izing the acceptance of $150,000 from the Navy Athletic Association and $50,000 from 
the United States Naval Institute toward the construction of such a building. The 
Senate had previously passed the bill. 


Honor Engineer Officers—A high honor was paid Maj. Gen. Edward M. Markham, 
USA-Ret., former Chief of Engineers, and Brig. Gen. George B. Pillsbury, USA-Ret., 
former assistant chief of engineers, when the Rivers and Harbors Committee of the 
House of Representatives adopted a resolution expressing their regrets at the loss of 
these two officers. 

The resolution was presented to the House by Representative Rene L, DeRouen, 
of Louisiana, who said: “Mr. Speaker, by direction of the Committee on Rivers and 
Harbors, I wish to present to the House, and ask that it be printed in the Congressional 
Record at this point, a resolution unanimously adopted by the entire membership of 
the Committee on Rivers and Harbors, expressing our regrets over the separation from 
the Board of Engineers for Rivers ‘and Harbors of two outstanding and distinguished 
engineers. These men, Maj. Gen. Edward M. Markham, retired, and Brig. Gen, George 
B. Pillsbury, retired, have unselfishly given the best years of their life to the Army 
of these great United States and who have so ably contributed to the great accomplish- 
ments of the Army Engineer Corps. In view of their splendid and incalculable service, 
we wish them a long life and every possible moment of happiness in their new environ- 
ments.” 

The resolution of the committee on Rivers and Harbors of the House of Repre- 
sentatives follows: 

“Whereas for many years last past the Rivers and Harbors Committee of the 
House of Representatives has been benefited byond description by the recommenda- 
tions, testimony, and suggestions of Maj. Gen. Edward M, Markham and Brig. Gen. 
George B. Pillsbury, two of the ablest engineers on water transportation in the history 
of the country ; and 

“Whereas General Markham and General Pillsbury have recently retired from 
the service after rendering great and lasting contributions to the cause of America: 
Now, therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That the Committee on Rivers and Harbors of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, in meeting assembled, does express its regret at the separation of Generals 
Markham and Pillsbury from the public service, and express its grateful apprecia- 
tion, in behalf of the Congress and the people of the Nation, for their outstanding 
and brilliant work for the public good; and further 

“Resolved, That this resolution be spread upon the minutes of the Committee 
on Rivers and Harbors of the House of Representatives, printed in the Congressional 
Record, and that copies thereof be sent to Maj. Gen. Kdward M. Markham and Brig. 
Gen. George B. Pillsbury.” 


New Postage Stamps—Postmaster General James A. Farley announced this week 
the list of denominations and subject matter to be used in the revision of designs 
on the regular series of postage stamps which is to be made during the present calen- 
dar year, the first such revision since the 1922-23 regular series. 

The portrait of every deceased President of the United States will appear in this 
new regular series of thirty-one postage stamps, which includes five new denomina- 
tions, these being the 4%-cent, 18-cent, 10-cent, 35-cent and 40-cent denominations. 
In addition, the portraits of Benjamin Franklin and Martha Washington, wife of 
the first President, will be used. Franklin, founder of the American postal system, 
will be honored with the top position on the list, that of the one-half cent issue, while 
Martha Washington follows her husband, through her appearance on the 1'4-cent 
stamp. The Franklin and Martha Washington stamps will be the only non-Presidential 
issues in the entire series. 

The Presidential stamps will appear in denominations arranged in the order 
of their White House terms, starting with the one-cent Washington issue and running 
through the five-dollar Coolidge stamp. Twelve Presidents not previously honored 
with special postage stamp issues are included in the new list. They are Presidents 
John Adams, John Quincy Adams, Van Buren, William H. Harrison, Tyler, Polk, 
Fillmore, Pierce, Buchanan, Johnson, Arthur and Coolidge. 

The complete list of denominations and subject matter for the new regular series 
follows: one-half cent, Franklin; 1-cent, Washington; 14%4-cent, Martha Washington ; 
2-cent, John Adams; 3-cent, Jefferson ; 4-cent, Madison, 4144-cent, Monroe; 5-cent, John 
Quincy Adams; 6-cent, Jackson; 7-cent, Van Buren; 8-cent, William H. Harrison; 
cent, Tyler; 10-cent, Polk; 11-cent, Taylor; 12-cent, Fillmore; 13-cent, Pierce; 14- 
cent, Buchanan; 15-cent, Lincoln; 16-cent, Johnson; 17-cent, Grant; 18-cent, Hayes; 
19-cent, Garfield ; 20-cent, Arthur; 25-cent, Cleveland; 30-cent, Benjamin Harrison ; 
S-cent, William McKinley; 40-cent, T. Roosevelt; 50-cent, Taft; $1, Wilson; $2, 
Harding and $5, Coolidge.

Hew stamps will be announced later by the Post Office Department. 


Promotion of Lieutenants—Rear Admiral Adolphus Andrews, Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, stated this week that “the Navy Department considers it equitable” 
that officers who had made their number for promotion in the Spring of 1934, before 
the extension of selection to the lower grades, should be granted the higher rank. 

The comment came during a hearing of the House Naval Committee on a bill to

Bass, had made his number for lieutenant, prior to the passage of the 1934 Personnel 
Act. He was found physically qualified for promotion after the passage of the act, 
and retired in the lower grade. The Navy Department favored passage of the bill. 

Representative Melvin J. Maas, when the bill was considered, asked that Admiral 
Andrews, who was present, come forward and explain to the committee “why the 
other officers in the same situation, and who would have been promoted but for the 
failure of the Department to examine them in time should not also be advanced.” 

Rear Admiral Andrews said that he knew of the situation “which affects some 12 
to 15 officers,” that the Bureau of Navigation took the position it would not interpose 
any objection to a bill in their behalf, and that the Bureau “considered it equitable 
to grant this promotion.” 


Far Eastern Military Situation—Strongly reinforced Japanese forces in Shansi 
Province made extensive gains during the past week. The Japanese have secured prac- 
tically complete control of communications in Shansi Province and have reached the 
Yellow River in several places between Hoku on the north and Chaotsun en the south 
at the great bend where the Yellow River changes direction from south to east. The 
Japanese have also occupied a bridgehead south of the Yellow River at Tzeshui and 
have cut the Lunghai Railroad at this place. 


Savannah Commissioned—The light cruiser Savannah was placed in commission 
on March 10 of this week by Rear Adm. Wat T. Cluverius. The vessel will be com- 
manded by Capt. Robert C, Giffen, USN. She is of 10,000 tons standard displacement 
and is a sister-ship to the Brooklyn and the Philadelphia. 

The Savannah was named for the City of Savannah, Ga., and is the third naval 
vessel to bear that name, Miss Jane Mayo Bowden of that city served as sponsor for 
the Savannah. 


Pay Increase in British Army—<As an integral part of Britain's rearmament pro- 
zram, Mr, Leslie Hore-Belisha, Secretary of War, this week announced an upward 
revision of pay in the British army, applicable to officers and men. In addition, ac- 
cording to dispatches from London, he promised better beds, brighter barracks and 
other inducements to make the British army more attractive to recruits. 

To improve the cooking of the soldier’s food, he has appointed the chairman of a 
big restaurant chain as honorary catering adviser to the army. The War Secretary 
also announced that “Superfluous drill postures and superfluous equipment for the 
British soldier will be eliminated.” He outlined a new composition of the British 
army, saying that the old system of twelve battalions to a division would be sup- 
planted by two alternate types of division organization. One would be a motorized 
division based on the light machine gun and the other would be a mechanized armored 
division, based on the tank. The newer divisions, he said, would be more flexible and 
hetter suited to meet varied emergencies. 

In explaining his plan, he said, “Why alone in the army should heads be counted 
and fire-power and mobility discounted? The number of men required in each unit is 
the number needed to man and serve the weapons, together with the necessary re- 
placements and administration. Every man above this is an additional target and a 
strain on the system of supply.”

strength and to maintain it thereat. A belated 
puilding program was then adopted. By this 
program the Navy would by 1941 attain its 
full allotted under-age strength under the 
treaties and would for the first time have 
reached its actual ratio with the two other 
major naval powers. At the present time the 
(nited States has, under the authorization 
provided in the act of 1934, in either (1) built 
or (2) built and building, its full allotted un- 
derage strength in battleships, aireraft car- 
riers, heavy cruisers, and light cruisers. We 
are now short 63,935 tons of destroyers and 
4813 tons of submarines, that are neither 
puilt nor building, nor appropriated for. In 
referring to the full allotted under-age 
strength it must be remembered that the 
status of under-age ships changes from time 
to time as such ships become over-age and 
obsolete. 

Before a satisfactory state of affairs, from 
the point of view of national defense, could be 
attained, however, both treaties expired and 
despite the efforts of the United States it was 
impracticable at the final London Conference 
of 1986 to secure an agreement among the 
wajor naval powers for any maximum limits 
of their naval strength. The world is thus, 
as before the Washington Conference, with- 


out any agreement restricting the total 
strength of the Navy of any or all powers. 
But now, unlike the conditions before the 


Washington Conference, the United States is 
no longer the strongest naval power. 
Immediately upon the expiration of the 
treaties, the remaining two great naval pow- 
ers inaugurated extensions of their building 
which will shortly carry their 
fleets far beyond the limits fixed in those 
treaties. With the existing authorization (act 
of March 27, 1934) the United States cannot 
exceed these early limtis. In consequence the 
attainment of its proper relative strength, its 
ratio, is impossible without further authori- 
gation. It is such authorization that this bill 
provides. 

The attainment of this ratio is not a matter 
of national pride or prestige. It is a matter 
of the actual necessities of national defense. 
The accepted treaty ratios (5-5-3) provided 
a correct and adequate provision for defense 
against attack by any one of the treaty powers 
against any other. 

If these treaties were still in existence this 
bill would not be necessary, as, with the 
treaty ratio, we would be able to defend both 
coasts at one and the same time against at- 
tack by any one power. However, in view of 
the rapid expansion of the navies of the major 
naval powers far beyond and above the limits 
and ratios agreed upon in the expired treaties, 
it is essential to have, for our proper national 
defense, the increase provided in this bill or 
else the security of our Nation is jeopardized. 

There is nothing in this program that will 
permit of aggressive action, or of projecting 
an attack against the territory of any naval 
power, Our only objective is a Navy adequate 
fora proper defense of our Nation. 

This bill provides (in sec. 1) for extending 
the imitations of the present law by increas- 
ing the authorized under-age tonnages in each 
of the several types of combatant ships. Each 
type and increase in the order named in the 
Will follows:

Battleships 
Capital ships, 105,000 tons, making a total 
atthorized under-age tonnage of 630,000 tons. 
The battleship is a type that has been 
Wolved through past ages from the dawn of 
history—through the eras of rowed galleys, 
stills, and steam. Its supremacy has been 
temporarily challenged from time to time in 
the past by the advent of new weapons—gun 
powder, mines, torpedoes, rapid-fire guns, and 
‘submarines, and more recently by the air- 
plane bomb. With the appearance of each new 
Weapon there has always arisen the familiar 
(ty from the inventors and enthusiasts of the 
neW weapon, and from uninformed or misin 
formed amateurs, that the battleship is 
‘doomed and that the newly invented small 
ind cheap “Davids” will drive the huge and 
tostly “Goliaths” off the seas. No one doubts 
the old adage that it is impossible to get 
‘omething worth while for nothing. The 
threat of each new weapon has been met by 
Mitable and adequate measures to increase 
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the offensive and defensive qualities of ships, 
4nd from each temporary challenge the battle- 
thip has emerged more powerful than before, 
that today it is supreme on the sea. The 
Tsumption in construction of this type after

to increase the ability to employ the battle 
ships under every circumstance. 
Aircraft Versus Battleship 

This subject may be discussed under two 
heads: First, the measures to minimize 
the effect of a hit from a bomb dropped by 
an airplane and second, the measures to pre 
vent an airplane reaching a position from 
which it can drop a bomb and make a hit. 

In the first place, a so-called 2,000-pound 
bomb is not 2,000 pounds of explosives, a ton 
of destruction. Only about 55 per cent of the 
weight of the bomb is explosives, so a 2,000 
pound bomb actually has about 1,100 pounds 
of explosives. The rest of the weight is taken 
up by the casing, the fuze, and the tail. In 
order to carry even this much explosive, the 
case is thin and when it strikes deck armor 
it is shattered like an egg dropped in a con- 
crete road, and the force of the explosion 
seeks the line of least resistance which is not 
down through the armor. 

It is possible to put deck armor on a large 
ship that will shatter bombs with thin cases, 
and the deck armor that will keep out the 
plunging effect of armor-piercing shells hit- 
ting in long-range flight can be expected to 
keep out such bombs, It would be possible to 
build an armor-piercing 2,000-pound bomb, 
but if the bomb had enough weight of steel 
in it to penetrate armor without breaking up, 
then there is very little weight left for the 
explosive charge. It becomes nothing more, 
then, than an armor-pliercing shell and battle 
ships have been built for years on the princi 
ple that they must be able to absorb a con 
siderable number of heavy shell hits before 
being completely disabled. 

The effect of bombs on ship construction 
has been studied constantly since the World 
War. Numerous tests have been made by the 
United States and other powers in ships and 
specially constructed targets to ascertain the 
damage effected by bombs, and to ascertain 
the best arrangement of armor and the nec 
essary thickness of armor to protect against 
bombs of any given weight or conveying a 
given weight of explosive. 

Perhaps the best indication that all the 
great naval powers of Europe still believe in 
the large battleship is that all are now build- 
ing them. Great Britain, France, Italy, and 
Germany are all building battleships of the 
largest size, and Russia is planning to build 
some, All the nations have air ministries, so 
it cannot be said that the air point of view 
was not represented in their councils. All 
these nations lie very close to one another, so 
that in the event of war among them, fleets 
as well as countries are within easy bombing 
distance of hostile air forces. The only con- 
clusion that can be reached from their deci- 
sion to build such ships is that they still have 
a place in their schemes of national defense 
and that the cost of their construction is 
justified. 

The proposal to substitute aireraft and 
other types of ships for battleships is always 
based on the false premise that one bomb 
from an airplane or one torpedo from a sub- 
marine or a coastal motor torpedo boat, all 
relatively cheap types to construct, can de- 
stroy a large and costly battleship, and there- 
fore for the cost 6f one battleship many less 
costly types can and should be built. The 
argument does not consider the purpose for 
which battleships are built and does not con- 
sider that the airplane, submarine, or coastal 
motor torpedo boat cannot perform all the 
functions of a battleship. 

It has been shown under the characteristics 
of battleships that one bomb or one torpedo 
will not destroy a battleship or any other 
verv large ship. 

The same argument could be used in a pro- 
posal to substitute aircraft, submarines, and 
coastal motor torpedo boats for cruisers and 
destroyers, and with more logic, because 
eruisers are much more vulnerable than bat- 
tleships and destroyers would probably be 
sunk if hit with a very large bomb or by a 
torpedo. 

The same argument, too, can be used 
against these small craft. Why build aircraft 
costing a quarter of a million dollars when a 
plane may be brought down by machine-gun 
bullets, or by one burst of a high-explosive 
shell near it, and the shell costs only a few 
dollars? 

Why build submarines when a submarine 
costing several million dollars may be de 
stroyed by a heavy bomb dropped on it by 
an aireraft or by a depth charge (costing a 
few hundred dollars) which can be dropped 
over the submarine by a destroyer, submarine 
chaser, or any improvised patrol boat? 

Every type of vessel (battleships, cruisers, 
aircraft carriers, destroyers, mine layers, sub 
marines, and aircraft) has its own function. 
They are interdependent, mutually support 
one another, and naval strength cannot be 
based on any one type alone or on only a few 
of the types. All are necessary. 

But while discarding the plane as a substi 
tute for a battleship, or any other type of 
vessel, the plane still has its place in naval 
warfare and can and does contribute to the 
effectiveness of other types in the coordinated 
use of all arms. 

United States Battleships in the World War 

It has been argued that during the World 
War our battleships were kept in Yorktown 












Harbor and that in the next war they will be | officers 


similarly inactive. Before proceeding further 
the facts should be stated accurately. During 
the World War we had 12 battleships of the 
then modern dreadnaught type and 27 older 
battleships of the predreadnaught era. Of the 
12 modern ships, the only ships that could 
stand up against the German dreadnaughts, 
battleships, and battle cruisers, 9 were sent 
to the war zone. Six were in the North Sea 
with the Br'tish Fleet, and three were off the 
coast of Ireland guarding our transports 
laden with soldiers against a raid by German 
surface ships. The older battleships did not 
remain at Yorktown the entire time but 
cruised along our coast. They were employed 
in training the crews, gun crews, and engi 
neers principally, for the transports and ves 
sels sent to the war zone, These old ships 
were not needed in the war zone because of 
the preponderance of the Allied Fleets. 

We may never find ourselves again in the 
unusual situation of 1917 and 1918. In the 
World War we joined in a war that had been 
in progress on another continent for 3 years

Col. Rowan P. Lemly, Commanding 
Officer of the 18th Infantry at Ft. Thomas, 
Ky., died March 4, 1938. 

Colonel Lemly was one of the best 
known officers of the Regular Army. He 
had an unusually wide acquaintance 
among National Guard and Reserve Offi- 
cers, as much of his service since the 
World War had been as an instructor with 
the National Guard and the Organized 
Reserves. 

Colonel Lemly was born at Ft. Monroe, 
Va., December 30, 1884, the son of Maj.

The unwillingness of Congress to go 
along with the President has been fur- 
ther demonstrated this week. On the 
occasion of the fifth anniversary of his 
first inauguration, the President notified 
the country that “the old ship of state 
is on the same old course.” This was 
accepted as a determination on his part 
to stick to the objectives he proclaimed 
during the 1936 election campaign. He 
amplified his viewpoint by declaring it 
to be his purpose to increase the security 
and happiness of a larger number of 
people in all occupations, to give them 
the good things of life, a greater distri- 
bution not only of wealth in the narrow 
terms but wealth in the wider terms, 
enable honest business a chance to go 
ahead and make a reasonable profit, and 
to assure everyone a chance to earn a 
living. As this involved the pressing of 
his legislative reform program, includ- 
ing continuance of the surplus profit and 
capital gains taxes, heavy corporation 
taxes, wage and hour standards, ete., in- 
terest turned to Congress. The House, 
acting upon the bill reported by the Ways 
and Means Committee, retained the 
principle of the surplus profit and capital 
gains taxes, but struck out the “Third 
Basket” provision, relating to family 
owned corporations. It rejected this pro- 
vision in the face of a warning that if it 
were absent from the bill the President 
would veto it. It is forecasted that the 
Senate will eliminate the surplus profits 
tax and the Third Basket provision, and 
there will be radical modification of the 
capital gains taxes. The President, with 
reason, is despairing of any wage-hour 
legislation. The filibuster on the anti- 
lynching bill finally terminated, having 
served its purpose in delaying action on 
social reform proposals, and the Senate 
now is considering the executive reor- 
ganization bill. There are signs of an 
extended filibuster on this measure. In 
the meantime, the House is pressing all 
appropriation bills to passage, and the 
Increase of the Navy bill. The moment 
the appropriation and navy increase bills 
have passed the House, the members of 
that body will return to their districts 
in order to mend their fences for the 
primaries and the elections in November. 
Jonsequently it will be difficult to obtain 
a quorum to act upon the wage-hour bill, 
which still is in the Labor Committee. 
The President frankly despairs of any 
action on this proposal. ‘Throughout 
Congress there is the suspicion that the 
President is demanding his kind of ex- 
ecutive reorganization in order to expand 
his own powers and curtail thos’. of Con- 
gress. Hence the dozens of atuendments 
pending in the Senate to the executive 
reorganization bill, the most important of 
which relate to the retention of the office 
of Comptroller General. Congress will 
insist that this office be not discarded 
and turned into a subordinate of the 
Budget Director as the President desires. 
The hostile attitude of Congress is one 
of the reasons why the President has not 
yet transmitted his anti-monopoly mes- 
sage. 

The railroads were disappointed at 
the rate concession given them this week 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
Railroad executives say the increases 
allowed will not retard the movement 
toward bankruptcy of many of them. 
The President has called a conference of 
railroad executives and Interstate Com- 
merce Commissioners next week to de- 
vise a plan which will enable continued 
operation under private management. 





This will involve consolidations, reor- 
ganizations and probably reduction of 
capital structures. The President is ap- 
prehensive that consolidations will cause 
further unemployment. In the public eye 
at this moment is the internal quarrel 
in the Tennessee Valley Authority. That 
quarrel is basic, since it involves the 
question of government ownership and 
operation of utilities. The father of the 
TVA is Senator Norris, who has been 
demanding an investigation by another 
federal agency, the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. The majority in Congress, how- 
ever, is insisting upon an inquiry by 
a congressional committee, and that it 
will occur is to be expected. The fact 
cannot be stressed too much, however, 
that from the controversy will arise a 
better definition of the policy the Govern- 
ment will pursue with respect to the 
utilities. The failure of the New York 
brokerage firm of Richard Whitney & 
Co., did not have the panic effect in 
Wall St¥éét which was feared. The fact 
that the market accepted the failure 
without a break in prices was regarded 
as a gratifying indication of its under- 
lying strength at present levels. The 
Federal Reserve Board reports that the 
excess reserves of the Federal Reserve 
system “are better distributed now than 
last spring after the final increase in 
reserve requirements.” This indicates 
the Board is not contemplating at this 
time any change in policy having to do 
with reserve requirements. The Board, 
in its bulletin of March 5, stated that the 
debits to individual accounts, as reported 
by banks in leading cities for the week 
ending Mareh 2, aggregated 8.572 billion 
dollars, which was 46% above the total 
reported for the preceding week, which 
included five business days, and 21% be- 
low the total for the corresponding week 
of last year. 

KE. T. Weir, Chairman of the National 
Steel Corporation, in his annual report, 
stated that “the prospects are not en- 
couraging, as there is a very distinct 
lack of confidence on the part of business 
generally, arising out of from uncer- 
tainty as to government policies. This, 
I believe, is the basic reason for the 
definite recession in business.” 





RCA Annual Report 

The 18th annual report of the Radio 
Corporation of America, released Feb. 26, 
to nearly a quarter of a million stock- 
holders, shows a net profit for the year 
1987 of $9,024,858.18. (The preliminary 
estimate of profit published Feb. 8 was 
$9,000,000,00.) This represents a_ profit 
margin of 8% on a gross income of $112,- 
639,497.78 derived from the corporation’s 
activities in the fields of communications, 
broadcasting, manufacturing and radio 
research, 

RCA’s 1937 dollar volume was up 11.3% 
from the 1936 figure of $101,186,309.90. 
Operating costs increased 8.4%. The net 
profit increase over the previous year’s 
figure of $6,155,936.72 was 46.6%. The 
total of taxes paid or accrued by the cor- 
poration during 1987 amounted to $4,- 
207,500, exclusive of Federal excise taxes. 
Of this amount $2,117,300 represents pro- 
vision for Federal income taxes, and $2,- 
180,200 payments of Social Security, 
State, local and other taxes. 

During the year RCA stockholders re- 
ceived a total of $6,409,226.30 in divi- 
dends. This sum included regular quar- 
terly dividends on the convertible first 
preferred stock, all dividends in arrears 
on the remaining shares of “B’’ preferred 
stock, and a dividend of 20 cents a share 
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paid to holders of common stock. 

Earned surplus at December 31, 1937 
was $16,528,905.02, as compared with $15,- 
334,048.92 at the close of 1936. 





Maritime Cadet Training 

Rear Adm. Emory 8S. Land, USN-Ret., 
chairman of the United States Maritime 
Commission, this week announced that 
on March 15, 1938, there would be in- 
augurated a Cadet Training plan to fit 
aspiring youths for careers at sea. 

On that date, applications will be re- 
ceived from qualified graduates of state 
nautical schools, the Naval Academy, and 
the Coast Guard Academy, who hold 
licenses from the Bureau of Marine in- 
spection and Navigation of the depart- 
ment of Commerce as third mates, or 
third assistant engineers, for the position 
of Cadet Officer on Government-owned 
or subsidized merchant ships, Cadet Offi- 
cers must be between the ages of 19 and

Aid Naval Reserves 

Naval Reserve officials in Washington 
suid this week that the Cadet Training 
plan would provide a welcome and much 
needed source of Naval Reserve officer 
personnel as well as fulfill its paramount 
duty of providing competent merchant 
marine personnel. 

Pointing out that the main sources 
of trained merchant marine officer per- 
sonnel at present are the state nautical 
schools located at Boston, Fort Schuyler, 
N. Y., Philadelphia and Tiburon, Calif. 
Naval Reserve officials said that the 
Maritime Commission’s action would in- 
sure an increased enrollment in the Mer- 
chant Marine Naval Reserve due to the 
provisions of the Merchant Marine Act 
of 1936 which provides that licensed per- 
sonnel of government owned or govern- 
ment subsidized ships are desired to be 
Naval Reserve officers. 

At the same time, the Commission will 
receive applications from young men be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 23 for positions 
as Cadets on government owned and sub- 
sidized vessels. 

It was emphasized by Chairman Land 
that the Cadet officers and cadets would 
not displace any officer or seaman aboard 
ships to which they are assigned, but 
that they will be carried in addition to 
the vessels regular complement of offi- 
cers and crew. 
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THE 
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applications received, the 
Commission will prepare eligible lists, 
from which the appointment of cadet 
officers and cadets will be made exclp. 
sively in the future. The compensation 
for cadet officers will be $75 a month 
and maintenance, and that of the cadets 
$50 a month and maintenance. Both 
classes of trainees will be quartered and 
fed with licensed officers.

Detailed rules and regulations, includ. 
ing a standard form of application 
governing the qualifications of applicants 
for cadet officer and cadets are 
being drafted by the Commission. 
qualifications for appointment as cadets 
will be passed upon by a special advisory 
board created by the Commission which 
will endeavor to select the best officer 
material for this type of training. This 
board will be composed of Commander 
W. N. Derby, Assistant Chief of Oper. 
uations of the Coast Guard; H. H. Rob 
son who is in charge of operations of 
the United Fruit Company; and Telfair 
Knight of the -Maritime Commission's 
staff. A survey of Government-owned 
and subsidized ships is now being made 
by the Commission to determine how 
many cadets can be placed. 

Cadet officers and cadets selected by 
the Commission will receive practical 
courses in training aboard vessels under 
actual operating conditions.

Aircraft 
Section 3 of this bill provides: “The Presi- 
dent of the United States is hereby authorized 
to acquire or construct additional airplanes, 
including patrol planes, and spare parts and 
equipment, so as to bring the number of use- 

ful airplanes to a total of 3,000.” 

The Navy Department's current estimate of 
“necessary naval aircraft for vessels and other 
naval purchases in numbers commensurate 
with the treaty Navy,” as provided by the 
Vinson-Trammell Act, is 2,050. Section 3 of 
H. R. 9218 therefore provides for an increase 
of about 950 airplanes over current estimates 
of treaty Navy aircraft requirements. 

The committee believes that the proposed 
upper limit of 3,000 airplanes is reasonable 
and that this number is necessary for a naval 
aeronautic organization proportionate to the 
Navy contemplated in H. R. 9218. Additional 
nayal aviation needs are based primarily on 
increases resulting directly from the addi- 
tional vessels in the bill which will carry air- 
craft and on essential expansion of the patrol 
plane branch of naval aviation to provide for 
full availability of the powerful potentialities 
of this important class of aircraft. It is also 
necessary to provide aircraft for the training 
of additional pilots for the additional aircraft 
in the fleet and to provide for a proportionate 
expansion of Marine aviation. 

The committee feels that the patrol plane 
situation calls for early action. The Navy is 
at present seriously short, in patrol planes 
on hand or appropriated for, of the number 
ealled for in its current program based on 
treaty Navy requirements. Shore station and 
seaplane tender facilities in their present set- 
up are sufficient to handle, although at re- 
duced efficiency, a considerably larger num- 
ber of patrol planes than those on hand or 
called for in the current patrol plane program. 

Auxiliary Vessels 

Section 4 of this bill authorizes the con- 
struction of 22 auxiliary vessels, 5 destroyer 
tenders, 3 submarine tenders, 4 large seaplane 
tenders, 7 small seaplane tenders, 3 repair 
ships, of a total light displacement tonnage of 
2.000 tons. Light displacement is used for 
auxiliaries instead of standard displacement 
as the latter is not applicable for auxiliaries 
which carry varying amounts of cargo, “Light 
displacement” is the weight of the ship as it 
is delivered by the ship yard, without fuel, 
stores, ammunition, or water. 

The Navy in war will require auxiliary ves- 
sels in large numbers. In peace time auxiliary 
ships are also required with the fleet but in 
smaller numbers. The ships included in this 
authorization have been limited to those es- 
sential for use with the fleet in peace time. 
The repair ships and tenders are necessary 
for the operation and maintenance of the com- 
batant ships and their numbers are in direct 
proportion to the number of ships and planes 
they tend. It has been estimated that a de- 
stroyer tender is required for 18 new-type 
destroyers; a submarine tender for 12 sub- 
marines; a large seaplane tender for 24 patrol 
planes and a small seaplane tender for 12 
patrol planes. The lack of auxiliaries of this 
class will mean long delays at a critical 
moment and less efficient vessels than those 
built for the purpose. 

The following table shows the number of 
auxiliaries needed by the projected fleet, the 
humbers built, building, and necessary as 
replacements or additions to operate the Navy 
in time of peace:

Experimental Work 

Section 6 of the bill as referred to the com- 
mittee authorized to be appropriated the sum 
of $15,000,000 to be expended at the discretion 
of the President for the construction of ex- 
perimental vessels of less than 3,000 tons. 

The committee amended section 6, so as to 
include, in addition to surface vessels, ex- 
Perimenting with lighter-than-air craft, 
heavier-than-air craft, aerial bombs, aerial 
mines, torpedoes, and other inventions and 
material developments of the nationa] defense 
2 “4 expended at the discretion of the Presi- 

nt. 

Of the total sum of $15,000,000, the commit- 
tee authorized $5,000,000 for experimenting 
with surface craft. 

The Navy Department considers it essential 





that a number of new types of small vessels 
be constructed, such construction to be re- 
garded as experimental, so that in the event 
of a national emergency ships of these types 
can be put into quantity production at once. 

The British, Japanese, France, Germany, 
and Italy are developing and building small 
high-speed ships and boats for coastal defense 
purposes as well as bomb defense ships and 
net layers. It is believed that in the interests 
of national defense this country should under- 
take developments along similar lines. 


Dirigibles 

The committee feels that for naval purposes 
the lighter-than-air branch of aeronautics de- 
serves to be fostered and developed, including 
further exploration into the potentialities of 
carrying and launching high performance 
bombing airplanes from airships. The results 
already attained in this direction have been 


promising. There is a considerable back- 
ground of experience and some trained per- 
sonnel are already available. The United 


States is advantageously situated both geo- 
graphically and as to helium resources to 
make good use of large airships. For these 
reasons the committee feels that it is desirable 
to construct immediately one moderate sized 
rigid airship equipped to carry airplanes to 
give opportunity for continuing developments 
in this field; for continued training of per- 
sonnel; and to serve as a basis for gaining 
information on which to form a judgment as 
to the desirability of building additional 
larger, and more effective airships. For these 
reasons, the committee has authorized §$38,- 
000,000 of the $15,000,000 to be expected for 
the construction of a moderate-sized rigid 
airship. 

The committee has been very greatly im- 
pressed, during the extensive hearings on the 
bill, with the urgent need for greater effort 
and expenditures of an experimental nature 
in the aviation arm of the Navy. Aviation is 
the most rapidly developing branch of na- 
tional defense and its possibilities are very 
far from fully explored, The field is so com- 
plex and promising, and both current and 
possible future strides in all phases of avia- 
tion development are so great, that it would 
vitally jeopardize progress in the art to con- 
sider that it has yet reached a point of rela- 
tive stabilization. The United States, while 
leading the field at the present moment, has 
rapidly lost ground as a result of the inten- 
sive experimental and development programs 
that have been inaugurated in foreign coun- 
tries, and failure to expend in this country 
the sums that are now needed for further ad- 
vances and development will be fatal to our 
relatively advanced position. It is estimated 
that various major foreign countries are now 
spending of the order of 5 to 10 times as much 
on experimental aviation development as is 
currently appropriated here for that purpose. 
The committee is definitely of the opinion 
that, unless early action is taken toward 
ample provision of funds for aviation experi- 
mentation and development, our naval avia- 
tion will inevitably lose its present high rela- 
tive quality and will fall behind the air forces 
of other countries In material superiority. 

In view of the above the committee has au- 
thorized the remaining $7,000,000 to be ex- 
pended for the purpose of experimenting with 
heavier-than-air craft, aerial bombs, aerial 
mines, and other inventions and material de- 
velopments for the national defense. 

Anticipating that the experiments author- 
ized to be undertaken by this section will 
develop projects useful to the national de-

Naval Policy 

The definition of the fundamental naval 
policy of the United States the committee re- 
gards as a restatement and clarification of the 
existing and long-continued naval policy 
rather than as a new policy. It provides for 
the protection of both coasts of the continen- 
tal United States, of the Panama Canal, 
Alaska, Hawaii and our insular possessions, 
of our commerce and of our citizens abroad. 
The protection of both coasts implies the pro- 
tection against any one enemy power. Com- 
plete protection in both oceans against a pos- 
sible vast alliance would require the mainte- 
nance of a navy so large that it might well 
be beyond the means of even the United States 
to support. The protection of our citizens 
abroad does not contemplate any belligerent 
activities, but simply their protection against 





local conditions and their safe and speedy 
evacuation in case of danger. 

This fundamental naval policy also pro- 
vides for the maintenance of a navy to sup- 
port our national policies. This includes the 
support and maintenance of the Monroe Doc- 
trine. 

This naval policy states that the Navy is 
maintained to guarantee our national security 
but not for aggression. The committee has 
outlined in this report its conviction that the 
national policy is not one of aggression but 
in further assurance of this fact makes this 
statement in its declaration of the fundamen- 
tal naval policy. 

This naval policy also asserts that an ade- 
quate naval defense constitutes a defense that 
will keep any potential enemy many hundred 
miles away from our continental limits. This 
should be a self-evident military factor with- 
out declaration, but the committee believes 
that its restatement as a part of the funda- 
mental naval policy will assure the mainte- 
nance of a fleet sufficient to prevent injury 
to our territory. 

The committee looks with apprehension and 
disfavor upon the general increase in naval 
building throughout the world but it realizes 
that no single nation can reduce its naval 
armament without jeopardizing its national 
security except by common agreement. 

After this definition of naval policy, and as 
a part thereof, the bill authorizes the Presi- 
dent to suspend naval construction to bring 
naval armaments of the United States within 
the limits agreed upon in any future interna- 
tional agreement to that effect. This is obvi- 
ously in line with the national policy of limi- 
tation of armaments and in itself is a re- 
statement of that policy. 

Section 10 authorizes and directs the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to appoint a board of not 
less than five officers to investigate and re- 
port upon the need, for purposes of national 
defense, for the establishment of additional 
submarine, destroyer, and naval air bases on 
the continental coasts of the United States, its 
Territories and possessions, 

It further directs the Secretary of the Navy 
to cause the report of this board to be trans- 
mitted to the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives during the first session of the 
Seventy-sixth Congress. 

In view of the increase provided for the 
Navy in this bill, the committee feels that 
additional naval operating bases for some of 
the units of the fleet will be necessary. The 
committee, accordingly, amended the bill by 
adding this section so that the need for the 
establishment of such additional bases may 
be thoroughly investigated by a regularly 
constituted board appointed for that purpose.

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Reserve Inactive Duty 

The following response to an inquiry is 
quoted by the Adjutant General for the 
information and guidance of all con- 
cerned : 

“1, Reference is made to the question raised 
in paragraph 2, basic communication. The 
corps area commander has no responsibility 
for the inactive duty training of Reserve of- 
ficers in the Arm and Service Assignment 
Group, except for the conduct of Army Ex- 
tension Courses (AR 350-3000). While the of- 
ficer having assignment jurisdiction over any 
group is responsible for the training of Re- 
serve officers carried in that group, all of the 
existing directives are intended to provide 
flexible regulations, under which all Reserve 
officers, regardless of the assignment group, 
will receive the best of training which can be 
mutually arranged between the officers ex- 
ercising assignment jurisdiction. 

“2. The recommendation that inactive duty 
hours of credit be awarded for such acitvi- 
ties as legal investigations, appearance in 
civil courts on behalf of military personnel, 
and consultations on legal matters, is not 
favorably considered, While it is recognized 
that many Reserve officers render valuable 
services along the lines indicated, such ser- 
vices are not considered as involving any fea- 
ture or training for duty in time of war 
either as to the acquisition or imparting of 
military knowledge or ability. 

“3. With reference to the recommendation 
contained in paragraph 4a, basic communica- 
tion, the inactive duty performed by Reserve 
officers assigned or attached to units or in- 
stallations of Corps Area Service Commands 
will be considered as within the scope of ad- 
ministrative duties prescribed in paragragh 
674%a (2) (c), AR 140-5 (Circular 71, 1936), 
when such duties are related to definite prob- 
lems of mobilization planning.”

Pacific Islands 

Since the return of the joint National 
Geographic-Navy expedition to Canton 
Island for the purpose of viewing the 
eclipse of the Sun, the State Department, 
acting in accordance with advices of 
Naval members of the expedition has been 
negotiating with the British government 
regarding the ownership of Canton Is- 
land as well as several other Pacific is- 
lands. 

At the Navy Department this week, 
officials said that the Navy does not con- 
template using the islands as either air or 
sea bases in the national defense, but that 
the sole interest of the governmnt in ob- 
taining jurisdiction over them was to pro- 
vide bases for commercial trans-Pacific 
air travel. 

In the official Navy report on the 
Eclipse Expedition, made last summer, 
recommendations are made that the 
United States take immediate steps to as- 
sure control of the islands. 

The principal islands in which the gov- 
ernment are interested are Canton, En- 
derbury, Jarvis, Howland and Baker. 

President Roosevelt, by executive order 





assigning them to the Interior Depart- 
ment, has claimed Canton and Ender- 
bury Islands, and the Coast Guard cutter 
Taney is now enroute to the islands car- 
rying supplies and equipment for the set- 
ting up and maintenance of lighthouses 
and colonists on the coral groups. 

Great Britain, who also claims the is- 
lands, is expected to relinquish claim to 
the islands, according to advices from 
London. 

The Taney departed Honolulu on Feb. 
28. She is commanded by Comdr., E. A. 
Coffin, and in her complement are Lt. 
Comdr. J. W. Kelliher, Lt. Comdr. C. W. 
Lawson, Lt. E. G. Brooks, Lt. W. L. Clem- 
ner, Lt. G. C. Lindauer, Lt. ((jg) K. O. 
Zittel, Ens. C. G. Tarkenton, Ens. W. L. 
Hancock, jr., and Assistant Surgeon J. M. 
Wolfe, United States Public Health Ser- 
vice. 

The islands have been placed under the 
jurisdiction of the Interior Department 
and Coast Guard officials said that the 
Coast Guard was only acting as a trans- 
porting agency. 

The importance this country is placing 
in commercial aviation development is 
evidenced not only in the ease of these 
islands (and it is generally asserted that 
they are of value only to commercial avia- 
tion and worthless for national defense 
purposes) but also in the recent action in 
rejecting the applications of British and 
Dutch aviation interests for permission 
to establish commercial air bases in 
Hawaii. This latter action, it is under- 
stood, was taken to prevent regular for- 
eign air liners continually flying over the 
Hawaiian defenses. 





Broadcast West Point Dinner 

Army homes where ever troops are sta- 
tioned will tune in on the National 
Broadcasting Company's red network 
next Saturday, March 19 for a half hour 
broadcast in honor of the United States 
Military Academy. 

The broadcast will originate at the 
Alumni association dinner in New York 
City, where Maj. Gen. Robert C. Davis, 
USA-Ret, will proside. There will be a 
brief talk by Brig. Gen. Jay L. Benedict, 
USA, superintendent of the Academy, and 
the West Point Choir will sing accom- 
panied by the NBC orchestra. 

The broadcast also will include a hook- 
up with Army headquarters in Chicago 
and Alaska,

Division of Army and NG 
Responsibility 

The U. S. Court of Claims this week 
handed down a decision defining the line 
of demarkation between Federal and Na- 
tional Guard responsibility over National 
Guard camps. 

Awarding a $25,000 judgment to a civi- 
lian visitor to a National Guard reserva- 
tion for damages sustained by virtue of 
the negligent keeping of the camp 
premises, the Court held that the Federal 
Government rather than members of the 
National Guard were responsibie in that 
the maintenance of the camp was charg- 
able to the Régular Army Corps Area 
Quartermaster. 

The plaintiff, Mrs. Winifred Meagher, 
was the widow of Dr. John F. W. Meagh- 
er, who while visiting Camp Tobyhanna, 
Pa., Aug. 23, 1931, on a visitors day, re- 
ceived injuries from which he subsequent- 
ly died when a concrete gate post fell 
upon him. The Court, in handing down 
its opinion, March 7, declared: 

Camp Tobyhanna, on August 23, 1931, was 
a military reservation owned by the United 
States .It was maintained by the defendant 
as a military training ground and camp site, 
and was under the jurisdiction of the Com- 
manding General of the Third Corps Area, 
whose office was in Baltimore, Maryland. It 
was designated by the War Department as a 
federal reservation for the use of the States 
for National Guard training. Pursuant to 
proper military orders the camp during the 
months of July and August 1931 was used for 
the training of National Guard troops of the 








States of Virginia, Connecticut, Rhode Is. 
land, Maryland, and Pennsylvania, designated 
units of such troops occupying the camp for 
training purposes for a period of two weeks 
each. On August 23, 1931, the camp was oc. 
cupied and being used for training purposes 
by the 107th Regiment Field Artillery, 
Pennsylvania National Guard, who had bee 
there since August 15, 1931. 

The defendant contends that the death of 
Dr. Meagher resulted from negligence but 
contends that the negligence is directly 
chargeable to the National Guard. In the 
brief (of the defendant) it is stated: 

“All the negligence in this case is directly 
chargeable to the National Guard. Moreover, 
the negligence of the National Guard must 
be admitted. The defendant turned over to 
them premises absolutely free from a danger- 
ous condition of any kind. Most likely some 
members of the National Guard broke the 
post, and certainly some of their members put 
in motion that chain of events which ultimate- 
ly caused Doctor Meagher’s death, From a 
point on the ground where it could do no 
harm and where the defendant could have 
seen it and taken proper means to remedy 
the situation, members of the National Guard 
picked it up and re-set it so that it looked ag 
if nothing had ever happened to it. They 
continued to maintain it in that extremely 
dangerous condition so that to all appearanves 
it looked as strong and substantial as it did 
when the defendant erected it, On these facts 
the plaintiff can only succeed if the negligence 
of the National Guard can be attributed to 
the Federal Government.” 

The contention of the defendant can be 
sustained only if it be held that the occup- 
tion of the camp by a succession of National 
Guard units, from July 1, 1931, down to the 
date of the accident, was exclusive and re- 
lieved the defendant of its normal obligations 
as owner of the premises. We do not think 
that this was the case, The defendant's duty 
in respect to the maintenance and repair of 
structures on the premises was not changed 
by reason of the occupancy of the camp by 
the National Guard units for training pur- 
poses. Section 9 of the National Defense Act 
provides in part that—‘The Quartermaster 
General, under the authority of the Secretary 
of War, shall be charged * * * with the direc- 
tion of all work pertaining to the construe- 
tion, maintenance, and repair of buildings, 
structures, and utilities other than fortitica- 
twns connected with the Army.” 

The duty imposed on the defendant by this 
statute was a continuing one without refer- 
ence to whether military reservations were 
occupied by National Guard units or other 
troops. Pursuant to this obligation a Colond 
of the Quartermaster Corps was stationed by 
the defendant at Baltimore, Maryland. He 
was a staff officer under the Third Corps Area 
Commander and his duties included all quar- 
termaster activities in the Corps Area. Unde 
this office and subject to his orders, the de- 
fendant kept at Camp Tobyhanna the year- 
round a resident civilian caretaker whose 
duties it was at all times to report to the 
Corps Area quartermaster defective condi- 
tions of structures on the premises, * * * 

The defendant did not relinquish its obli- 
gation as owner of the premises, to keep the 
structures thereon in repair, and in a reason- 
ably safe condition, free from hidden dangers 
to persons rightfully on the premises. Its 
own quartermaster organization remained in 
charge of repairs throughout the coming and 
going of the various National Guard units 
Horses and other federal property remained 
at the camp, much of which was used by the 
National Guard throughout the entire period 
of their training. These facts disclose 4 
measure of control over the premises retained 
by the defendant utterly inconsistent with ex 
clusive National Guard possession. 

The record does not disclose the manner is 
which the defective concrete post in question 
was broken, or by whom it was broken. How 
ever, more than three weeks elapsed betwee) 
the time it fell and the date of the fatal ac 
cident resulting in the death of Dr. Meagher. 
During that time the post fell over several 
times and was set up by National Guard 
troops or others unknown. The defendant's 
caretaker was present and on duty at the 
camp throughout this entire time, The de 
fective and dangerous condition of the post 
must have been known to many people about 
the camp. It is a most surprising and it 
credible thing that the caretaker did not 
learn about it. Apparently, however, he did 
not, as he made no report concerning it to thé 
defendant, and made no effort to remedy thé 
defect or to warn the public of the dangerov# 
condition of the post. The conclusion is {0 
evitable that the caretaker was guilty of negll- 
gence in the performance of his duty. BY 
the exercise of reasonable and ordinary dill: 
gence he undoubtedly would have known thé 
dangerous condition of the post and reported 
the same to his superior so that steps could 
have been taken to forestall the frightful 
accident that resulted in the death of Dt 
Meagher. His negligence was the negligen 
of the defendant, whose agent he was. If 
services of a single caretaker were insufi- 
cient to make sure of adequate supervisie® 
of the premises, it was the duty of the d& 
fendant to provide more men for that pu 
pose.

Borrows. From Officers 
Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

In case it might interest you, I report 
the following sequel to the letter of Colo- 
nel Lockett which you published in your 
March 5th issue : 

About three weeks ago a colored man 
approached several officers stationed at 
this city, of whom I was one, and at Camp 
pix, with the story that he was “Corporal 
Herbert Brown” of the 24th Infantry, on 
furlough from his regiment, and without 
funds to get back. Asked to produce his 
furlough papers he stated that they didn't 
give them to the soldier any more but kept 
them at Headquarters. Asked why he 
didn’t report to the recruiting oflice for 
transportation he stated that he had come 
up in his car, and if he took Government 
transportation back he would have to 
leave his car here. Tle answered questions 
about the 24th Infantry and the Post of 
Fort Benning which indicated that he had 
actually been a soldier there, or had had 
very contacts with someone who 
had. 

Ile had some success with this racket, 
and might be going on with it yet except 
that he called one officer's quarters one 
afternoon when the wives of several other 
officers were present playing bridge, and 
it was quickly brought out that he had 
“touched” several of them for various 
amounts, and that had his story been true 
to the first ones he was now way overdue 
at his station. So arrangements were 
made to pick him up when he approached 
his latest prospect, and he was identified 
by a former victim. On being arrested he 
gave his true name as Isaac Brown, and 
caimed that he had served nearly twenty 
years in the 24th Infantry. mostly F and 
Headquarters Companies, and had been 
discharged in 1935. He was put in jail 
in Morrisville, Pa., for ten days on charges 
of vagrancy, since the offense of obtaining 
money under false pretences (from the 
other officers) had been committed in New 
Jersey, and he had been picked up in 
Pennsylvania, just across the river. He 
will be released Tuesday, March 8, and 
proably with the amount of notice that 
has been given and the trouble he has had 
will he shy of attempting the same thing 
fora while.

Apparently, the Board went on record 
‘8 opposing this waste and slaughter, 
Therefore, it would seem that the Gen 
eral Board prepared the duty given it, 
fearlessly, frankly, and in the best in 
lerests of the nation and the naval ser 
“wes! Or did it? 

Like others interested in this thing, 
this Writer cannot see why the report is 
being sedulously suppressed. As far as 
I can learn, personally, the power behind 
this very unusual action is, bluntly—the 
President of the United States who, ap- 
barently, has directed the naval powers 
that be to cover up and hide this report 
from the public.

The Leavenworth Situation 
Mditor, the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, 
Release of the 1938-1939 list for the 
C&GSS closed the doors of Leavenworth 
forever for some thousands, more or 
less, of world war officers. Until about 


six yeurs ago, oflicers selected for 
Leavenworth were taken from the pro 
motion list, somewhat in order, and 
everyone felt that eventually his turn 


would come, With the application of the 





age rule, however, it was seen that a 
great many would of necessity be passed 
up, especially that large group commis- 
sioned between August 15th, 1917, and 
Dec, 15th, 1917. The past five years have 
seen the commissioned personnel sharply 
divided—GSC eligible list, and non-eli- 
sibility list, and this ugly line will be- 
come more and more pronounced, This 
short-sighted policy has tended to set up 
class distinction. It is  unamerican, 
non-democratic, and a hand down from 
Continental armies, where accident of 
birth, rather than efficiency, determines 
fitness for type of duty. Under present 
conditions, hundreds, even thousands, of 
officers with excellent or superior records 
with troops, are denied the opportunity 
for higher training, not only in’ staff 
work, but training that would greatly in 
crease their efficiency as commanders of 
large units. Most of these officers have 
nearly twenty years of service still 
ahead of them. What is to be their lot? 
They are denied the opportunity to act 
as instructors at their Branch service 
schools, and even many National Guard 
regiments are now insisting on Leaven 
worth graduates being detailed as in 
structors, 

A deplorable outlook —yet how simple 
a remedy might be applied. This par- 
ticular problem has two major solutions, 
both relatively simple. 

Kirst, suspend for four years the ruling 
as to age. An officer of 47 is probably as 
eflicient as one of 45. Double the number 
to attend from each branch, and offer 
the opportunity to all whose efliciency 
rating is good enough. Send none under 
forty except those who were particularly 
outstanding. If Leavenworth is worth 
anything from the point of view of staff 
training, it should be equally valuable 
from the standpoint of command, This 
plan has been suggested before, and dis- 
carded, Some objections were that it 
would take too many oflicers that were 
needed in other capacities. All peacetime 
training is based on the theory that some 
day those involved may be engaged in a 
war. Give all officers therefore, the 
opportunity to better perform his duties 
in war. You don’t have to send selected 
oflicers to Leavenworth to teach them to 
be staff brass hats in peacetime. Every 
body knows that. 

Another objection was that the School 


ut Leavenworth is not large enough to 
accommodate a larger number. Well, 
then increase it. Remember Sill, and 


Benning, during and soon after, the war? 

The second suggestion is far simpler 
Abolish the GSC eligible list. This sug 
gestion has been advanced before, but 
frowned down for various reasons —chief 
among them being, we strongly suspect, 
that those fortunate enough to have been 
through, would kick to high heaven, But 
why? Their ego would be deflated only 
temporarily, if at all. They would still 
be carried as graduates, and in 99% of 
the cases, they would be selected for 
General staff work. But it is possible 
that now and then an astonishing thing 
might happen. Some officer with much 
troop duty, and a superior record, might 
he selected. Not many, though. With 
the eligible list discarded, have an addi 
tional column on the efficiency report of 
every officer with over, say, ten years of 
service, and have this column carefully 
filled in annually, showing his suitability 
or lack of fitness for staff duty.
